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About this Issue 

This publication began as a survey that 
was sent to roughly 300 people in a variety 
of prisons. More than one survey was 
included per envelope. Many were returned 
for a variety of reasons. 

I had fears about running the names of 
the individuals within the publication. I was 
afraid when the publication got returned to 
the prisoner, they would be harmed or this 
publication would somehow work against 
their release. I asked quite a few 
respondents how they felt on this issue, 
and the response was overwhelmingly in 
favor of publishing the names with the text. 

Another concern I had was with what to 
call these people behind walls - many felt 
that there was a politically correct word that 
I should use, however, I could not get a 
consensus on what that term was. The 
word prisoner remains. 

This particular issue was on the theme of 
prison and prisoner’s rights, however, 
Soapbox June covers many different 
subjects. If you feel a desire to become 
involved in prisoner’s rights, you should 
contact the organizations listed on page 40. 
We are going to continue accepting articles 
and essays on this issue, however, we 
cannot guarantee that they will be 
published. 

I believe very strongly in anti-censorship, 
and validation by inclusion. I do not like all 
of these responses, and I do not 


necessarily believe that the individuals who 
express their innocence actually are. 

All respondents have been included, 
however, lack of room forced us to either 
condense or run partial responses. The text 
is pretty much uncensored and graphic. If 
you are easily offended by subjects such 
as homosexuality, male rape, black 
resistance, and violence, you probably 
should not read this material.

This issue is meant to stir an awareness 
of how our society as a whole tries to 
control people’s thoughts and deeds. This 
is not meant to condemn or condone the 
actions of the people who appear on these 
pages. Society has done this already. This 
is also not for sensationalism. It is a 
reflection of what people think. 

There’s not a very defined line between 
what is considered good and bad. This very 
large gray area is where I believe everyone 
lives. The gray area becomes smaller if you 
are caught, if your lawyer is good or not, or 
if there are politics involved. 

Jails are where we try to hide our social 
ills, seek revenge, and feel our purity. 

So why did these people go astray? 

If society wants control over everyone and 
everything, then they are also responsible 
for the failures of their great society. 
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Being in solitary confinement 
has not destroyed my spirits, it 
has forced me to redefine life. 


Are you completely satisfied with life, does life ever 
become a burden? I don’t mean life in its singular form, I 
am talking about the whole spectrum of matter and 
molecules. I have often contemplated this phenomenon 
that we call life. Is humanity the glue which binds the 
living? What is humanity? Can life be living without 
purpose? What is the difference between life and death? 
Can death be a better place? I ask this question because 
death seems to be the inevitable destiny of every living 
matter.Can death be a progression of life? A glimpse of 
eternity! 

With each passing day I am beginning to find myself 
conflicting with man’s philosophical scientific evolution of 
life. This state of mind is not a flirtation with suicide, it is 
an individual quest to comprehend the innate intricacies 
of life. I am beginning to believe that it is our bestowed 
obligation to humanity to examine life and discover its 
true purpose and function. I understand now that living 
was never meant to be easy, this is only a man-made 
misconception, and one of the reasons for our failures as 
humans. We have reduced the significance of life. Life is 
a perpetual complex matter which has splattered itself 
upon the surface of existence, and we as humans find 
ourselves obliterating that existence; we compensate 
growth and progress with technology, our very humanity 
is gravitating towards the abyss of mechanical obscurity, 
a clear obscenity and abomination of life. 

Being in solitary confinement has not destroyed my 
spirits, it has forced me to redefine life. This may sound 
insane to you, but I no longer see what society at large 
sees, or hear what they hear, or even feel what they feel. 


I find myself on a constant journey, not an escape from 
reality, but a never ending search for answers. It is within 
the depths of this journey that I discovered my defiant 
self, the poetic license to trample over conformity, 
solecism in its purest form. It is at these moments that 
the rhythm of my pen commit murder on the linguist... I 
think I’m going to need a body bag!!! 

Don’t drift from me yet me friend, I am inviting you into 
my whirlwind, the solipsistic realism of my total state of 
being. I am physically entombed within this concrete 
cubicle panoply, but my mind and spirit has escaped, 
they have become fugitives on the run, looking for 
tranquillity. This letter is not a poem, nor a philosophical 
passage, it is what I hear, see and feel, it is a simple 
glimpse at my discovery, and that is: The human mind 
and spirit is as large as the ocean and we, the human 
race are drowning within our own sin. Am I wrong for not 
wanting to drown? Can understanding be our life-raft? 

Do you understand what I am trying to say? I have 
only come to realize that freedom has nothing to do with 
the physical, it is society at large who have been 
sentenced to imprisonment, may that imprisonment be 
religious, political of the acceptance of absolute social 
rituals! This is why I never seek sympathy, my physical 
existence is obsolete, it is the spirit of Abdul that seeks to 
transcend the boundaries of my physical confinement. It 
is your spirit and mind that I respect and admire, I have 
never seen your physical, but I have met your spiritual, 
your humanity is your freedom. 

I have been in prison since the age of 18, and I am 
now going on 30 years of age. I have always been 
reluctant to share my thoughts, ideas and concept of life 
with the outside world; many of my own people have 
ignored my thoughts and free message only because I 
am in prison. They fail to realize that my confinement is 
not a reflection of my code of ethics nor my inability to 
comprehensively digest the perplexities of life. I am a 
revolutionary and one of my goals is to stimulate 
revolutionary resistance through my material, utilizing 
correspondence as a vehicle to convey revolutionary 
truth. I am pro-black, but I fight in the interest of all 
oppressed people regardless of race, color or creed. This 
material is my attempt to expose the real nature of crime. 
Crime is the enemy and until we as a people control the 
present crime epidemic, we as a community will never 
develop into a power base. The APLF (African People’s 
Liberation Front) is dedicated towards building that 
power base. We don’t sit back and cry that the white 
man is totally responsible for our situation, our major 
focus is on building that power base! 

The last 10 years I have spent in isolation (Hole) 
which is basically due to my political beliefs. I have been

an active member of the underground (B.L.A.) Black 
Liberation Front) for the last 14 years. The struggle is my 
life. I write articles for a revolutionary newspaper, and I 
also contribute to a pro-female newsletter. Due to the 
exposure of my writings, people haveventually started to 
respond to me directly. Most of the responses have 
consisted of many questions, in particular questions 
concerning the rage of my pen. So this led me to create 
a forum (Revolutionary Sovereignty). The purpose of this 
forum is to expose the forces behind the rage, as well as 
provoke thoughts of resistance all in the name of Justice. 


A Spokesman from the Concrete 

Pits In memory of: W. L. Nolan, George and 
Jonathan Jackson and Jeffrey Khatari Gaulden. 

My name is ABDUL, known as the dragon’s wings, 
and I have taken this opportunity to serve as your trusted 
narrator, for I represent truth and justice and the radical 
way. I’m that radical which has emerged from the fiery 
pools of this loveless pit of endless damnation to beam 
that light of understanding, to illuminate the darkness 
which has blurred your vision to see above and beyond 
this cloud of destruction. My eyes have once again, with 
keen perception, witnessed the destruction that is 
caused and perpetuated by the servants of the serpent, 
that fearless beast and keeper of this searing malefic 
dungeon of madness. 

Today, excessive violence has gently caressed the 
breast of the serpent. He has reached another intense 
climax as the taste of blood and death squeeze at his 
loins while he spurts his lustful destruction upon our 
faces. An "unarmed" soldier was set free today, for he 
was gunned down because he’d refused to relinquish his 
tools of survival (i.e. fist and heart). While he danced that 
mighty war dance, the dance of the warrior, his rhythm 
was profound and deadly, as he commenced to beating 
and smashing down that gutter maggot, that spineless 
carrier of destruction, that attacks the very core of black 
solidarity with the creed of an android and the breed of a 
parasite. 

In spite of that explosive death, the blood will continue 
to be spilled, and these concrete graves will continue to 
claim the lives of many. 

It’s 10:30pm and the third watch has ended but the 
memories of another day of damnation continues to rack 
at the walls of my sanity as I attempt to make sense of 
this world which we live in today. I’d attempted to indict 
the human sensitivity and understanding of two female 
officers (I shall not refer to them as being k-9s or pigs), 


for they are both respected and decent beings and that is 
why I had selected their ears to absorb the rage that 
boils within the depths of my defiant ear. But as I sit 
here, I begin to wonder, did they fully grasp the message 
that I had attempted to convey, or were my efforts 
fruitless? I should’ve just asked: What did your ears wish 
to hear no more, and what do your eyes wish to see no 
more? Can deafness and blindness be desired in a world 
that is trapped within it’s own sin? A senseless act of 
violence occurred today, an act that shall never be 
explained, but endless attempts will be made to justify 
what took place today on the exercise yard of fascist, 
racist, nigger murder row! Will charges be filed? Will the 
judgment be first degree or second? Or maybe just a ... 
whoops, bonus for a job well done. 

"Department of Corrections" what corrections have 
been made? Have we been taught to become productive 
citizens of this society? What does corrections mean? 
Why does the blood continue to flow like rapid streams? 
Shall we not drown one day, "Department of 
Destruction?"

Black Sovereignty 

My People, we have yet to be emancipated. We’ve 
left one plantation only to end up another. This plantation 
is located in our cranium, it is known to many of us as 
psychological-slavery and ignorance is the slave master 
on this plantation. We are not forced to pick cotton, nor is 
our sistas subjugated to forced miscegenation. The 
degradation, the torture, and the pain are self-inflicted. I 
call it a self-inflicted lynching, and it is our own ignorance 
which serves as the rope. It is the white man who has 
orchestrated this perpetual ignorance, and it is constantly 
re-enforced when we neglect our own individual 
sovereignty. 

We as a black collective can never be freed until we 
discover our individual sovereignty. We live in society 
which promotes human dependency as if it was an 
innate human trait, we are not taught that we have the 
power to control our own destiny. Instead, this organized 
system of human exploitation tells people that they must 
join a health club in order to lose weight or be a part of 
some man-controlled mechanism to succeed in life. The 
government fears the day when the people become free 
and independent thinkers, relying only on their own inner 
strength to combat and eradicate the negative addictions 
of life. 






The black sovereignty is a forum which promotes 
individual freedom as the key towards liberating our 
black collective from the bondage of psychological 
slavery. Our primary theme is sovereignty, which we 
believes encompasses the mastering of our inner-self. It 
is too often that we allow ourselves to be manipulated by 
outer forces. We must no longer capitulate our individual 
sovereignty for an illusion called the AmeriKKKan 
dream!! 


The Government Secret Disease, 

CMS (Criminal Mentality Syndrome) 

The black community at present is faced with one of 
the most life-saving and complex task in the civilized 
world, i.e. eradication the crime epidemic which is 
sweeping across the US, especially within the neo 
colonies of amerikkka (black, Latino and Mexican 
communities). This epidemic has caused immeasurable 
damage and devastation, both physically and 
psychologically. 

The government has yet to discover a solution that 
would solve the black community dilemma, to be honest I 
seriously doubt that they are looking for one. In fact, the 
US Government has played a key role in the 
perpetuation of CMS in our communities for reasons that 
I will explain later. But regardless of the government 
apparent lack of interest concerning the state of 
Afrikaans in Amerikkka, the responsibility of combating 
this social virus lies with the African woman, man, and 
youth. Before we can effectively challenge or develop a 
strategy to combat this crime epidemic, we must first 
discover and then understand the source of this 
epidemic. 

CMS is neither a biological or genetic virus, nor was it 
developed in a science laboratory. The Criminal 
Mentality syndrome is a social virus, the results of an 
oppressive and very unequal society. CMS finds its roots 
in Amerikkka political system of Kapitalism and 
institutionalized Sexism, Racism, Fascism, and Neo¬ 
colonialism. 

I am not implying that all crimes are financially or 
politically motivated, such as: rape, child molestation, 
serial killing, or killing just for the thrill of it, these are 
crimes which are motivated by the psychological 
deformities of an individual. So this thesis does not apply 
to the mentally ill nor does it apply to the white 
community. This thesis is based on the cause, as well as 
the effects CMS has had on the black communities. 

CMS has nothing to do with genetics. This social 
scientific diagnosis is nothing more than just a bunch of 


distorted rhetoric being propagated by the white 
supremacist for the sole purpose of reinforcing that myth 
of black innate inferiority. CMS, poverty and prison, as 
well as economic exploitation are all closely related, each 
complimenting the destruction of the other. Poverty is a 
very pervasive human reality, a reality which can and 
had resulted in the rapid demoralization of the individual, 
and the total corruption of one’s sense of judgment. CMS 
is also the result of an impaired sense of judgment, and 
before we can proceed in our task of ridding our 
communities of this social virus, we must first clearly 
understand the contiguous relations that exist between 
poverty, prison, economic exploitation and CMS! 

Many white folks has alleged that the crime epidemic 
in our communities exemplify our so-called innate 
inferiority, which we all know this to be white non-sense 
and just typical racist rhetoric designed to undermine the 
significance of Afrikan existence. The truth of the matter 
is that poverty and all its ailments such as frustration, 
desperation, despair, hopelessness, inadequate 
education, and unemployment as well as the sense of 
powerlessness can make a youth in the inner-city a most 
likely candidate to catch the CMS virus. 

Many of the so-called white experts (from the 
criminologist to the psychologist) will no doubt 
vehemently disagree with my radical synopsis on the 
grounds that their scientific psychological research does 
not coincide with my findings, nor do my findings give 
credence to governmental policies. Many of these expert 
scientific investigations have been conducted in a 
general sense, and then applied exclusively on black 
criminals. First of all, CMS affects each ethnic group 
differently which most of these experts have obviously 
ignored. To fully understand the effects of CMS in our 
communities, the research must be conducted from a 
historical perspective. We mustn’t overlook the facts, 
namely the fact that we as a people to this very day are 
still suffering from the psychological effects of slavery! 

CMS is the skeletal residue of 
poverty. 


It is true that there may exist more poor whites than 
Afrikans in amerikkka, and that some of their 
communities may be more poverty stricken, but there are 
other factors which are conducive to the black dilemma 
which must be taken under serious consideration while 
assessing the damages caused by the CMS virus. The 
white community have not been forced to accept a media 
that which constantly speaks to their weaknesses, a 
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media which continues to depict African People as 
criminals, a media which inconspicuously attempts to 
perpetuate that fabricated myth of black innate inferiority, 
and must we forget the institutionalized racism which 
plagues Amerikkkan society? We are an ourstorical/ 
historical victim of white racial hate, our people were 
intentionally and systematically victimized by the 
Amerikkkan political system since its innovation, and as 
long as racial hate propaganda is accepted as a first 
amendment right, Afrikan people will never have the 
same opportunities which white amerikkka has always 
enjoyed! 

We must stop depending on the government to 
discover a vaccine to destroy the CMS virus. Why? 
Because the US Government is the sole proprietor of the 
CMS virus. CMS will find its origins and conceptional 
birth in the privacy of the oval office at the white house 
under the watchful eyes of rich amerikkka! 

The most apparent signs of the effects of CMS can be 
observed on three different levels: 

1. The rapid increase in crime within the black 
communities 

2. The dramatic escalation in the black prison 
population 

3. The growing demands for new prison construction 

Contrary to popular myth, the prison system is not 

place to protect the world from the human predators, nor 
is it a deterrent for crime. In fact, the white man has 
transformed the US prison system into a billion dollar 
money making scheme, which has only benefitted the 
rich and big business corporations which are 
predominately white and male. We Afrikans are the 
major imported Kapital of this cruel system of human 
exploitation which is being perpetuated by the 
Amerikkkan government. Without the black man/or 
woman’s voluntary participation (i.e. committing crimes) 
within this Kapitalistic misjustice, the US government 
endeavors to exploit from the black community will 
become non-profitable. At present, the AmeriKKKan 
prison system is not in the practice of rehabilitating. The 
only purpose that the system serves is of a punitive 
nature. What the government has neglected to inform the 
People, is that by not providing an environment that will 
invite prisoners reformation, they have in fact created a 
sanctuary for the CMS virus to proliferate. 

The government complicity within this scheme of 
human exploitation is visible within their so called anti¬ 
crime bill. The government policies on crime are not 
focused on developing or funding educational or social 
programs which serve as a preventive incentive. Their 
primary focus is on punishment and new prison 
construction. Their present policies on crime do not meet 
the needs of the people. The people want policies that 


would address the source and create prevention. New 
prisons and stricter punishment is only applicable after 
the crime is committed. The tax payer (the Afrikan 
Community in particular) must start to demand programj 
and policies that would address the source of the crime 
epidemic. 

The government’s refusal to support and fund social 
educational of vocational programs within the black 
community only guarantee the continuity of the CMS 
virus, and by guaranteeing the existence of the criminal 
mentality syndrome, the Amerikkkan government has 
facilitated the path from poverty to crime to prison. CMS 
ensures our continuous exclusion from the power 
structure which leaves us to fight amongst ourselves for 
the scraps, and within this compulsive sense of 
desperation we become inclined to embrace the CMS 
virus, a false solution to resolve all our financial 
problems, not realizing that CMS is a deliberate intent by 
the power structure to impose obstacles in our path 
towards perpetual progress, cultural authenticity, 
economic stability and freedom! 

At present, the prison system provides little 
educational or vocational opportunities. The very survival 
tools which are required to fulfill the expectations of the 
civilized world. I as a black prisoner not ask for your 
forgiveness, for only Allah (God) has the power of true 
forgiveness. This indictment of the Amerikkkan political 
and criminal system is only intended to inform and 
educate the people (namely the black, Latino and 
Mexican communities). We are slowly being consumed 
by an ourstorical/historical enemy., i.e. Racism, Facism 
and Poverty; and if drastic steps are not taken to change 
our present course, the future generations that are yet 
unborn, will forever remain unborn! 

I am not denying the fact that crime in this society has 
become a social catastrophe, an epidemic which has 
caused strife and havoc within the equilibrium of 
humanity. But prison is not the solution, and if you don’t 
believe me, just take a good look around you and then 
ask yourself: What purpose have these new prison’s 
served? Especially while the crime rate is rapidly and 
steadily climbing. The prison system has been used as a 
financial development base. The government has 
auctioned off new prison sites to cities which are 
suffering from financial debt, and wide spread 
unemployment, it is no longer about crime and 
punishment, it’s all about economic exploitation of poor 
people! 

The CMS virus is subjected to an array of 
interpretations, and this is basically due to the lack of 
research in this area. This thesis is the most complete 
definition of CMS that I can offer, but make no mistake, 
we are faced with a deadly disease, and we must 


approach it as being such. We all (in spite of our 
situation) must become doctors and scientists of social 
change and criminal reform. Our community and future 
stability is at stake here. For those who are sincere 
within their concerns for the generations yet unborn, 
stand up and help the APLF in our battle against the 
CMS Virus and community deterioration. The first step in 
combating the crime epidemic is understanding its 
source and this thesis has provided the community at 
large with that understanding.

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Survey Answers 

Surveys were sent to approximately 300individuals in a variety of prisons. 
The questions were: Describe your surroundings, How do you spend your 
days?, What are your goats?, Are you being rehabilitated?, and What 
advice do you give the world? 


They chain us up like dogs, strip us of 
everything including our basic human dignity, 
then feed us pain and hate for years, and 
somehow in their little minds they can call this 
reform. Does it make sense to treat a man like 
this for years and then one day just let him 
loose and expect him to perform as a regular 
citizen? 

Most of the torture they induce is emotional, but at 
times they become physical also. Someday they may see 
the light but the light they see may be the flash from the 
muzzle of a gun. Just before the slug blows through their 
very narrow minds. 

I feel no mercy for the slime that intentionally 
destroys a man while hiding behind the law. 

I am being held prisoner in Michigan. I have been in 
this system for four and a half years and I am truly sick 
and disgusted by the unhuman and medieval type 
treatment I’ve seen while in this man made hell. Some 
times I wonder why it is this way with all those high priced 
brains we have running this show. There is no real 
attempt to rehabilitate anyone here. If we get rehabilitated 
then we don’t come back and then they lose their job 
security. 

I really would like to see more attention put into 
education. I see education as a key to staying out of 
prison, but I really don’t think that they want us educated 
then we may become even more dangerous to them. 

They treat us like we will never be set free but most 
of us have out dates. The hate just grows day by day. I 
do try to focus my energy in positive directions and at 
times it is hard when you see the things that I’ve seen. 
They put us into positions where we are almost helpless, 
unable to do things to help ourselves, and then you’ll see 
four or five guards laugh as they make fun of a helpless 
man they are harassing. They lie, they steal, and screw 
us in countless ways. I don’t want to seem like a cry baby 
but the shit just isn’t right, but there are a lot of things in 
this world which are wrong. 

I live in a 6 x 8 room made for one man but the 
MDOC puts two men in here, the whole prison is made 
for half the amount of men here. It is crowded and you 
can really feel the tension. Violence is common, the 
I q s y stem forces it on us. If you have a beef with someone 


and just want to avoid them you can’t, there is no place to 
avoid anything. 

There really isn’t much to do at this joint. I lift weights 
in an outside weight pit. You should have seen us out in a 
blizzard pumping iron! It helps relieve tension, but 
problems start there also because there isn’t enough 
equipment to go around because the population doubled. 

I hide a lot, and stay in my room. I used to like going out 
into the woods to be alone, now I am never alone. In our 
rest room you’ll have four or five men standing three feet 
away while you shit out in the open. 

I still have my dreams and I will see them come true. 

I want to be a "substance abuse counselor." I am not 
against drug use but I anj against drug abuse. 

The state does not want us to be rehabilitated. We’re 
job security for these pigs. I want to do right, but the state 
does very little to help us. Prison does nothing but make 
a man hard, it cuts him off from the world.

They made us worse then when we 
came into their system, men who want to change can’t, 
because the system holds them back and beats them 
down. They cut us off from our families and do everything 
they can to make us weak.

I am in a medium security facility in a six man room in 
a 140 man building. We have rooms, not cells. This is a 
relatively stress-free jail. The guards are okay as guards 
go. This jail works towards giving us something to do 
regarding rehab such as school and meetings. 

I work in the library. I have been learning computer 
stuff for about 3 years now. I spend a lot of time reading 
novels, writing letters and watching sports. I enjoy 
basking in the sun as the weather permits. I meditate 
daily in the morning to start my day. I listen to country 
music, the blues, the Grateful Dead, and some 
occasional rock-n-roll and "All Things Considered" on the 
radio. My goals are to move to Alaska and start a small 
publishing company putting to use the desktop publishing 
stuff I have learned on a personal computer here. 

I am being rehabilitated in the fact that I am actually 

enjoying this period of forced sobriety which is now in its 
fifth year. 





Learn that you might feel that you are right, but you 
must take other people’s opinions into consideration. Help 
others without regard to reward. Smile! Smile! Smile! I 
was able to make the best of a bad situation by becoming 
quite proficient at using a personal computer via word 
processing and spreadsheet programs. I came to jail 
computer illiterate, but now I help out others in the 
computer classroom here.

My surroundings are barren wastelands. I spend my 
days working out, drawing, playing cards, and watching 
TV. My goal is to make it on the outside without 
committing new crimes. 

My advice is - be careful who you trust. 


I’m in hell! I spend my days one at a time. My goals 
are to attain enlightenment, of course. It’s time to realize 
that the prohibition against drugs, in this country, has 
always been a war on an entire class of individuals. More 
people die each year from second hand cigarette smoke 
than from drug overdoses. Most people in America still 
believe in myths like crack babies, when its been proven 
by scientific inquiry that the use of crack alone does not 
cause birth defects. Fascism is based on this kind of 
irrational scape-goating. 

Law enforcement agencies have become an army of 
occupation, holding itself above the law. Today, citizens 
have no more protection from unreasonable search and 
seizure as colonists did under British rule. Forfeiture of 
property without due process has turned America’s police 
forces into no more than highwaymen. All these tactics in 
the prohibition of drugs are weapons of the radical right, 
whose social agenda is to divide America into two camps 
by evaporating the middle class. The well-off are an 
immaculately protected elite.

When not at school, I 
spend the rest of my time writing or studying black history 
of any kind. I feel everyone should know about their 
heritage so by learning mine, I can pass it along to others 
who don’t know, but want to know. I also play basketball, 
chess, and lift weights. I like to study my religion which is 
Islam (Moorish Science). I’m very dedicated to it. 

My goal is to return to society and raise my children 
Penny, Shaleral, Brandon and Gary to be the best that 
they can be, plus I plan to marry my childhood sweetheart 
Myla. I also plan to become a Master Chef before I’m 35 
years old. But my main thing is my family. 

I felt I've had time to slow down and think about the 
things I did, but I don’t feel I’m being rehabilitated, 
because I was never off track. I just needed to use what I 
already had my brain and choose the right things in life to 
do. What this has allowed me to do is better myself and 
get my priorities right. 

It is up to us to teach our children the right way in life, 
and to instill in them good morals and values. The world 
today is all messed up, and if we don’t teach our children 
what’s right, then who will? The children are our future, 
and to protect our future we first must protect our 
children.

But relief 
from this repression comes 5 days a week at 11:45am, 
when I eat lunch and then return to my cell.

There’s a 
toilet, sink, and an extremely bright fluorescent light. 

My cellmate, who is snoring loudly, is confined for 
making "jail house wine." 

There’s a small brown mouse that goes by the name 
"Gypsy,” feeding on some peanut butter I left for her in 
the corner. 

Like it or not...this is my house. 

Most of my days are spent sleeping as much as 
possible. Unable to escape reality any longer, I awaken to 
do a number of things to keep from going crazy. I read 
fiction, write numerous letters, and practice Raja Yoga 
meditation. 

On an extremely good day, I’ll create a postcard for 
my mailart friend in Denmark. 

I have short term goals that I set for myself each day. 
Today, for instance, I was feeling determined to do 
four hundred push-ups. I meditate for about a half hour at 
least twice, and finally write three letters to foreign 
governments, demanding release of prisoners of 
conscience. 

My goals are achievable and desirable. Failure to meet 
goals that are too demanding often leads me to a 
depression. On a long term scale... I’d like to find an 
occupation in the arts. I’m 24 years old now and by the 
time I m free III be 26. I’ve still got time to find my 
purpose in life. 

I’m in a "warehouse," nothing more. Three hots and a 
cot. We’re offered substance abuse rehabilitation, but it’s 
a real joke. Its nothing but an hour long "war story" 


session once a week, very superficial. No real issues 
concerning why we turned to substances as a means of 
escape are ever addressed. There’s nothing for the non¬ 
substance abuser whatsoever. There's no doubt in my 
mind why people come back. It’s a vicious cycle and the 
most predominant reason for it is lack of rehabilitation. 
Never take your freedom for granted.

I read whatever book is at hand at the time, until I 
go to work at ten. I work until eleven-thirty, then go to 
chow. After chow I head back to work until three-thirty. I 
go back to the dorm for count, then once more I go back 
to work until six. After the six o’clock count, I take a 
shower and prepare for the night. The rest of my night is 
either spent writing letters or once more reading. Once in 
a while I will break down and watch a little TV. At ten I 
turn the covers back and crawl into bed, thankful that 
another day is over. 

The only goal I have is to get out of this place and 
never return. I know that given the chance, that I can do 
this. 

The only thing that I have learned out of this 
experience is what I’ve taught myself. These places don’t 



help you in any way. Most times they make matters and 
people worse, if anything. Anything you get out of here 
you have learned yourself. 


Bars, bunks, blacks and whites, guards, punks, 
attacks, fights, razor wire and social uprising corrupt 
administration, self enterprising. 

Missing my freedom, my daughter, my wife, my 
family, my sanity, and my life. 

Father, husband happiness, success, simple means, 
and simple pleasures put me to the test. 

Rehabilitation comes from self, you alone can provide 
the help. Do the crime do the time, rehabilitation is a state 
of mind. 

What a long range strip it’s been, 4 years running still 
goin strong, 10-25 years is that long! 

WAR...It’s not who’s RIGHT 
it’s who’s LEFT 

Do you know that the state of 
NY took away goodtime years 
ago?When a prison offers good 
time, it gives an inmate an 
incentive to do well and 
perhaps rehabilitate him or 
herself. 


I am at a work camp, working as a house man 
cleaning up the dormitories. Once that is completed, 
there is nothing else to do. Maybe lay around for hours on 
end listening to music. 

My goal is to finish up this little bit of time, marry my 
fiancee, and lead a good life. I have several trades to 
obtain a good job. It’s just a point of trying to get out of 
here. 

The Florida Department of Corrections does not 
believe in rehabilitation. Their first and only concern is to 
warehouse men and women. 


Think twice before you pass judgment on criminals. 
Florida’s governor denounces violent crimes, yet he says 
nothing about the mass amount of drugs in Florida. So 
what he is saying is "It’s okay to deal drugs, but do not 
hurt anyone." Guess one way to look at it is this, the big 
drug dealers get busted, they pay over 30 grand for an 
attorney, and then to get less time they shell out 10-30 
grand for the state attorney and again for the judge. 
Everyone is happy because they made plenty of money. 

The federal government, if not the citizens, really 
needs to take over the Florida system, for the sake of 
human life.

This prison is full of child molesters, crack monsters, 
noisy assholes with nothing to offer, snitches, rapists, and 
other fuckheads I’d never get within 50 ft. of under normal 
conditions (and one human being - me). Fortunately, we 
are allowed an AM tape player and TV in the cell so I can 
avoid the animals. 

I practice martial arts in a far corner of yard with the 
music on (tape player on batteries) to screen noise, and 
also practice other physical conditioning (running, 
weights, and boxing training, including heavy bag.) As 
long as there are police officers alive, hand to hand 
combat is very useful training. I’ve been into martial arts 
20 years and would like to teach deadheads, because it 
might cut down on the arrest totals at shows. 

When the yard closes, I write letters with the stereo 
going. I’m 40 yrs old and have been a deadhead since I 
was 17 and pigpen was healthy, so there are many folks I 
stay in touch with. Even though I have my own TV, the 
only programs I watch are "Northern Exposure" and 
Tuesday night fights on USA. However, anything with 
beautiful women is likely to be on, volume off with music 
on. 

I’m a POW and have been a good person my whole 
life. I don’t steal, cheat, rape or hurt people except in self 
defense, and lie only to police. I was this honest before 
being kidnapped so there’s no need for rehabilitation. 


This place is very clean. The atmosphere is relaxed. 
This federal facility is very new (4 years old). The warden 
is humane and he promotes education, and personal and 
spiritual growth. The housing units are spacious and were 
designed not to look like a prison. The grounds cover 5 
acres, and the landscape is broken by numerous flowers 
and trees. 

I attended horticulture class and work in a 
greenhouse during the weekdays. At night and on 
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If prison is a warehouse for 
criminals... why ain’t there a 
wall around Washington, DC?? 


weekends, I assist other inmates with preparations of 
legal materials destined for federal courts. 

My goals are to learn to read and speak two major 
dialects of Chinese. 

What civil liberties are stolen from me today will 
tomorrow be stolen from you. 

==========================P X. Anderson 

Here there are two people in a 8 by 11 cell built for 
one person. The entire facility is built to house 750 
people, but 1500 live here. We are given limited 
movement in the yard 3 times a day for 3 hours. The yard 
is surrounded by cyclone fences, and no visible 
vegetation. I never see the moon or stars, and I never 
see the sun rise and set. 

I write and read, meditate, do Hatha yoga, work in 
our kitchen 10-12 hours a day, and try to maintain a 
mental emotional balance. 

I would like to complete college while I’m down, 
publish short stories and poems, write, produce, and 
direct a play. 

The state isn’t responsible for my rehabilitation, I am. 
And I am doing so in my own way. 

I was caught, but there are many more criminals in 
the world. Prisons are a false sense of security, don’t be 
fooled. 

For most of us in the joint, our state of health slowly 
deteriorates over time. We lack a truly nutritional diet, 
proper forms of mind/body exercises, and very little 
vitamin supplementation (out of price range for most). 

The screws have yet to realize that our violent outburst 
can be traced to all of this. 

To me "idiots" is the best way to describe us in the 
joint, but convict ’bout sums it up. Prisoner isn’t right 
cause we all volunteered to come here, we could have 
took ourselves out or made the police do it for us. 


This prison has been on total lock down for the past 4 
months or so [10-25-92], In stating the above...if you 
don’t work then no pay. 

For the last three or four years I’ve eaten no meat, 
attempting to be a practicing Vegetarian! I’m serving 45 
years, which really represents a life sentence to me due 
to my age of 35, so I’m trying to practice a healthy life¬ 
style, in the hopes I’ll some day be released from here. 
I’ve even stopped smoking. 



I am in a maximum security prison, surrounded by 
barbwire fences. The cells are a dull beige, and all the 
doors are electronic. It is a lock-down institution 
consisting 560 2-man cells, and 112 1-man cells. 

I spend my days istening to the radio, reading novels, 
watching TV, working out, and working my assigned job. 

My goal is to get out of prison, and leave the state of 
Florida. 

There is no rehabilitation in prison. Prisons were built 
to confine inmates, deprive them of certain comforts, and 
punish them for their crimes. Rehabilitation depends on 
the individual and whether he wishes to come back to 
prison or remain free. 

Obey the law - prison is not a place to come to- and 
not a place you want to be. Everything you heard that 
happens in prison IS TRUE!

I have 2000 inmates around me in 5 dorms, a 
recreation building, a chapel, a chow hall, plus a building 
that is called the hole where you go if you get in to 
trouble! 

I get up, go to work, return to dorm, sit around and 
watch TV, go to lunch, go back to work at 12:00, and 
return in 20 to 30 minutes. Then I sit around the rest of 
the day and night! 

My goals are just to get out of here and try to find a 
JOB and get out of this state. This state sucks big time. 

There is NO rehabilitation whatsoever here!! I have 
never seen such a fucked up place in my life! I have been 
at 2 other prisons in IN and they would try to help you so 
you would not come back! This place wants you to come 
back 

Try to be the best and do the right thing in life. If we 
feel no pain when we sin, we’re worse off then we realize. 
This place does not want you to realize anything. They 
make you want to hate.

I am in a hospital prison and I am surrounded by: 
guards, medical staff, psychiatric staff, administrative 
staff, custodial staff, free persons, walls, ceilings, floors, 






windows, bars, fences, gates and doors; mental illness 
(guards, prisoners, and staff alike) death, madness, major 
physical disabilities (wheelchairs, walkers, canes, etc. life 
taking illnesses (AIDS, CANCER, etc.); human cruelty, 
sadness, happiness and compassion; noise, screams, 
hollering, crying, laughter and magic. 

I wake at 6:30am, eat breakfast, take mediation, and 
report to work. I work at the Blind Project where I read 
books onto recording tape. Blind persons (in the free 
world) mail us the books they would like to listen to. We 
read them at their request - be it novels, mystery, seifi or 
text books. We also have a bookclub and catalog of 
books available for the blind. I work from 7:00am till 
4:00pm, then its lock up for count (they wanta make sure 
none of us is missing or heading for Mexico), then I am 
unlocked for dinner at about 5:30 pm. After dinner, I 
report back to work to work overtime (volunteer) to read. 
This is the major part of my life in prison and its day. I do 
occasionally watch TV, see a movie, practice guitar, work 
mail art and collect stamps. My days vary in one way or 
another but its basically the same. I like the reading. 

If I ever get out of here I hope to do something in the 
helping profession; I enjoy helping others. It is difficult to 
go into detail in this area as I am medicated and am 
comfortable in a semi-dream state I have reached. 

As life presents itself in here, how you react or 
choose could be the determining factor of how you will 
live your life. In other words, it’s a choice you make for 
yourself. Nobody will rehabilitate you unless you want 
them to! 

Stop the violence at home, save the children, stop 
the criminal use of drugs, save the children, stop 
starvation in your land, save the children, Equality among 
us all. Regardless of our many slight variations (excluding 
sex), we are all the same beings in the same world. Save 
our children, they have been neglected for so long. 

I work at the Blind Project 
where I read books onto 
recording tape. 


Around me are a toilet bowl, sink, two lockers, a 
bunkbed in a 35 ft sq cube and one desk. The cell is 
about the size and similar in most respects to your 
bathroom. I exercise and masturbate a minimum of an 
hour each day, when privacy permits for the latter. 

It’s a tomb where you lay and wait until the sun rises 
and you can go out and drain the blood of the village 


people, who are as alien to most prisoners as E. T. would 
be. After spending day in and out [of this factory?] for 
decades. Hopefully ducation, legal appeals, civil rights, 
and complaints will change these monster factories into 
true correction institutions, instead of the hypocrisy they 
now represent. My goals are to reduce the prison 
populations of this country 90%, and turn the institutions 
left into real correction institutions where the chains and 
isolation are as rare as eclipses of the sun. 

I am being made bitter while being placed deliberately 
in circumstances that increase the likelihood I will never 
be released. The officials attempt to destroy any sense of 
self respect, and dignity, and reduce me to a supine 
coward that will insure my dependency upon drugs to 
replace my lost self respect. My release is not assured, 
even after 27 years for unextraordinary offenses against 
Caucasians instead of other Afrikans. 

Execute people you feel have committed crimes that 
you think warrant more than five years in prison. If not, 
you will make monsters who will make blood flow in 
revenge from the damage done to them under decades of 
isolation with the most mentally damaged people in the 
country. If those imprisoned lose identity, so that they find 
family among the groups of emotionally and socially 
traumatized, and bind their futures to death and the 
degradation of the value of life and social norms. 

To avoid this, prisons must increase social 
interactions for prisoners, not decrease them. Co-ed, and 
family visiting policies must be adopted. If homosexuality 
is the only social intimacy available, don’t expect men 
who do so to look to or respect society or to become part 
of such a structure. The desire should be to develop a 
sense of responsibility for family and society by building 
skills and education that produces a sense of self 
confidence in their ability to achieve their goals "within" 
the framework of society’s laws, because they receive the 
tools and incentives of caring and belonging to want to 
achieve and improve their future for significant others 
and/or society.

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US Bureau of Gender 
Annihilation (aka: Prisons)

As highly social creatures, US Prisons are part of an 
official practice to destroy men and women’s sexual 
identities by placing us in socially isolated conditions 
where the only sexual expressions promoted are same 
gender (homosexual). People should be homosexual 
because they want to, not because they believe they 
have no choice other than decades of celibacy. 

Nothing, I think compares to the psychic relief 
achieved through sexual orgasm with another person. So 
with the younger ages of prisoners and the psychological 
agony experienced by the inhumanely excessive new 
crime sentencing guidelines, the need for psychic relief 
and feelings of temporary joy, increases attraction to 
intoxicants and the need for social and sexual intimacies 
that are unattainable except to homosexuals in this 
alleged heterosexual country. 

While some study, struggle and become aware of the 
destructive forces around us; most do not! The 
knowledge that people will not have social/sexual 
interactions with opposite gender companions for what is 
now an average of 15 years encourages many to turn to 
homosexuality as a means of social-sexual survival. Even 
participants in political and religious faiths aren’t immune 
from the social/sexual sensory deprivation overwhelming 
their desired resolve to maintain celibate. So what begins 
in the strictest of confidence, often gives way to secret 
homosexual circles where intimacies are concealed while 
social involvements are highly visible to all within the 
environment. 

The harsher the oppression, the greater the 
homosexual population and activities for sources of 
psychological joy. Primarily because sexual relief is the 
least expensive, as well as the least administratively 
dangerous form of pleasure and escape from that 
oppression. The greater the humiliation, isolation and 
dehumanization, the greater the gender annihilation by 
rapes, pressured prostitution and enslavement of 
voluntarily homosexual prisoners by groups/gangs they 
either service or check into protective custody to escape 
them and the consequences, i.e. AIDS. 

The isolation and absence of any heterosexual social 
interactions, leave few but unacceptable alternatives to 
those who are emotionally battered and penalized for any 
show of affection during so-called "contact visits" where 
you’re only allowed to kiss and touch one another "only 
briefly" at the beginning and end of each visit. Some 
KKKamps like USP Terre Haute, prohibit prisoners to 


even stand or move from their metal park bench seat 
throughout the entire visit. 

Despite regulations that permit "FAMILY VISITS," 

US Prison officials are withholding its’ implementation to 
destroy families, relationships and promote 
homosexuality. Why? Because US Government Officials 
are aware of the negativeness of our homophobic 
pretending society, and how the knowledge of such 
practices can diminish the person’s ability to gain 
community support to fight with and for our communities. 
Their KKKoncentration KKKamp life survival can be used 
to cloud and divert issues and the attention of those 
associated with them working for social change. It also 
destroys heterosexuality and too often self-esteem of 
those pressured into homosexuality for whatever the 
reasons. 

It’s a psychological war upon us all that we must 
meet the challenge of through those we love and know 
outside these walls. Your mates, family, and friends. Tell 
them to press their so-called Representatives, Mayors, 
Pastors. Don’t support them, if they don’t support Family 
Visits in prisons. There can be no sane or humane 
reason for their supporting practices that destroy people 
and families. This is an issue your political power can 
successfully address and correct by getting US Prison 
Officials to enforce their laws to protect our families. 

Let’s see if voters confidence in the "New Wave of 
Change" is transferable into civilized and humane family 
visiting policies for the US Government. But WE have to 
let our communities know, so they can make that 
demand!

This man is talking to his lawyer about how much 
time he should "plea Bargain" for on this 1st degree 
sexual assault case, the lawyer tells him that-the D. A. is 
recommending probation with rehabilitation work. So this 
guy walks in front of this judge and gets probation for 
rape. So now it’s my turn, and what does this judge have 
the balls to say to me?? Mr. Lynch, it’s not what you used 
to rob this clerk, it’s not the amount of money you got 
from the store... Mr. Lynch, it’s what you put the victim 
through!! 13 Years at the state prison!! Well, I’m sure that 
any woman would prefer robbery over rape, but in this 
society, money is more important than people. My bail 
was set at $15,000. Gosh, if I had 15 grand, I doubt if I’d 
be robbing a convenience store! But rape a woman or 
molest a child and you’re out on your own signature. I’m 
sure you may question the statistic’s on my personal 
experience so I challenge you to read any National 
publications and you’ll see into these types of situations 
more often than not!! So if you figure that the Milwaukee 
Journal has over 500,000 subscribers who see these 
senseless attacks on women and children nearly 
everyday. You have to ask..." Why don’t they make a 
public cry for justice, you just don’t see it!! I’ll be back on 
the streets in 2 years, and if the only way I can rumble 
the Justice System is to stick my hands in there HI bag 
o’money, then I will cuz I’ll be damned if I have the 
senseless nature in me to rape and molest, and I’ll be 
damned if I’ll pay taxes to a justice system and a 
SOCIETY who allows it to go on!!

Here at Chillicothe Correctional Institution, there’s a 
very hostile attitude toward staff inmates. And it seems 
like no-one cares, all we are is a pay check for them and 
nothing else. 

I spend my days in my cell, because there is so much 
tension going on around here. See, I lost contact with all 
my family and at times I feel nobody cares anymore, so I 
try to lock all my feeling up inside myself. And at times I 
wish I were dead, and gone. 


I would like to get out of this hell hole and make 
something out of myself. We inmates all need some kind 
of help to do so... 

There is no such thing as rehabilitation here in Ohio. 

If the over crowded here in Ohio keep up, that shit in 
Lucasville will happen again- without the help of someone 
that cares.

I’m sure that any woman would 
prefer robbery over rape, but in 
this society, money is more 
important than people...rape a 
woman or molest a child and 
you’re out on your own 
signature... 
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That leaves 50 occupants 
sleeping along the walls. We 
affectionately dub these "cot 
people." The facility was 
designed (yes actually 
designed), to have people 
sleeping in the common areas, 
it seems appropriate to 
maintain street people. At least 
inmates returning to society will 
not have that far to fall. 


The first privately owned and operated facility is 
designated Minimum Restrictive. There are four pods. 

The entire facility holds 309 inmates. There are 50 single 
occupant rooms that are adequate. Unfortunately, that 
leaves 50 occupants sleeping along the walls. We 
affectionately dub these "cot people." The facility was 
designed (yes actually designed), to have people sleeping 
in the common areas, it seems appropriate to maintain 
street people. At least inmates returning to society will not 
have that far to fall. 

I spend my days watching television, as there are not 
enough jobs for every inmate. Only recently did the "cot 
people" receive electricity. They still do not have the 
cable hookup, as it is necessary because no signal 
pierces the structure's shell. There is only one private 
toilet for every 25 "cot people," and one urinal. There are 
the minimally required two sinks. The yard was the initial 
test for the Lunar School of Landscaping. In the winter, 
there will not be enough room indoors, and tension is 
expected to be high. They are also limiting intra-pod 
visiting starting in 14 days. As we are already grossly 
overcrowded, this should push tensions even higher. 

It is impossible for me to study my college work I am 
taking, as the noise level in the area of the “cot people" is 
deafening and I can’t afford a light. The area against the 
wall receives minimal lighting, as the life of a "cot person" 
requires constant vigilance for a quiet moment to get 20 
minutes of uninterrupted rest. Light is not part of that 
scheme. 
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My goal is to leave here. I have learned to monitor 
my intake of narcotics, taking only enough drugs to make 
me forget the Bent County Correctional Facility 
experience. 

Pain would be a pleasant departure from the 
catatonic conditions. There are virtually NO library books. 
And if there are, they are dated prior to 1930. Our 
schools encyclopedias are from 1898. (What interstate 
highways?) 

My advice is to stay off the hard stuff, it’ll only come 
to grief. The drug culture is not for amateurs.

I am surrounded by 40 ft walls in an environment 
which is 85% black and Latino. This makes me a 
minority. This place is a maximum security prison. I am 
surrounded by many low-life, scum of the earth rapists 
and other sick bastards. I have my own cell as well as 
tape player, headphones, typewriter, hot pot, and other 
personal items. We are not allowed TV’s in our cells. The 
prison itself is like most other prisons. We have a 
recreation yard. In that yard, there are two televisions, a 
weight room, telephones, softball field and many other 
recreation type things to keep one busy. Inside the prison 
we have our library, law library, auditorium/ movie 
theater, mess halls (2), and school area (which includes 
vocational and academic). We also have an inmate run 
barber shop. Everything in this prison is run by inmates. 

During the week I get up around 6am, get ready, and 
around 7:30am I go to chow. After chow, I go to my 
program (every inmate must have a program). My 
program is vocational school. I am learning a masonry 
trade (brick layer). Our morning program ends at 11am, 
then we go back to our cells for the count and lock in till 
lunch time around noon. Then I go to my afternoon 
program which is a teachers aide in the academic school 
area. I help other inmates work towards obtaining their 
GED’s. That program runs till 4pm, then we go back to 
our cells, lock in again for the count and wait for dinner. 
Around 5pm, they call us for chow. After chow we come 
back to our cells to lock in till they call rec. At 6:30, we 
can go to the yard or to the library or stay in our cells. If 
you go to the yard, rec time ends at 9:20pm then we go 
back to our cells to lock in. Every other night we have the 
option of going to night rec which is in the basement or to 
our housing area and that runs from 9:20-11pm. On the 
weekends, we have a movie after lunch chow, or we can 
go to the yard or stay in our cells. I do write a lot of letters 
and read a bt of books. Oh yeah, they give our mail out 
after dinner and no mail on the weekends. There are 
religious things in here... I attend Zen services every 
Friday night from 6:30-9:20. They also have yoga here, 



too. All of these things are run by outside civilians who 
donate their time to us prisoners. 

My goal is to get the fuck out of this hell on earth. 
Prison is the asshole of America. Other goals I have while 
in this dump are to get as much education as possible 
and everything that I am entitled to by law. Which would 
include college, vocational, medical care, clothing and 
everything else. But the goal I am working on most is to 
get back to court and prove my innocence through an 
appeal, that way I can become a free civilian again. 

I have had my eyes open to the American injustice 
system and got a first hand look at how fucked up it really 
is and the abuse of inmates and the waste of money 
spent on prisons. The present system could never 
rehabilitate anyone who does not choose to be 
rehabilitated. In fact, the system is geared at facility 
needs using inmates as a cheap slave labor. This system 
is designed to punish not rehabilitate. Prison is big bucks 
for these rural communities located in rural upstate NY. If 
not for these prisons, many people would be out of work. 
However, while I have been in prison, I have received a 
GED, a certificate in welding, and one in a sign language 
class. I have also completed a class in alternative to 
violence. 

Advice for the world? Well actually I do not have 
much to say. If you do not know anything about prisons 
and want to find out don't read this or take any ones word 
for it, experience it first hand. You will love it. I would like 
to say that no two prisons are alike even within the state 
of NY never mind in other states as well as other 
countries. This facility I happen to be in is rather a good 
prison, supposedly the best maximum security prison in 
the state of NY. I would also like to say that there are 
many prisoners who belong in prison, but the way the 
current system is set up the state is just wasting money 
on housing these people. They should try more 
rehabilitation techniques rather than punishment. Do you 
know that the state of NY took away goodtime years 
ago? Goodtime is where a inmate earns time off from his 
sentence for doing positive things while in prison and 
staying out of trouble. When a prison offers good time, it 
gives an inmate an incentive to do well and perhaps 
rehabilitate him or herself. As I stated before, you cannot 
force someone to rehabilitate themselves, it has to come 
from within. So by rewarding a prisoner with a chance to 
see freedom early if he does positive things while in 
prison. Many will take advantage of this and as a result, 
prisoners will not only be rehabilitating themselves, but 
prison will also be a safer environment. 

P S. - Stay the fuck out of prison unless you like to 
fight and can carry your weight. Also stay out of prison 
unless you like to be told 24 hours a day what and when 
to do it. Remember when you’re in prison nothing is 


sacred. Nothing is private including your most private 
things. So if you like the sound of all of this then go out 
sell your crack, sell your guns, be a bad motherfucker 
and smoke yourself a cop. Yeah be a big man do it. 
There’s nothing like living in prison...

Prison is big bucks for these 
rural communities located in 
rural upstate NY. If not for these 
prisons, many people would be 
out of work. 


The compound itself is approx 1 mile square 
surrounded by triple chain link fences with barbed wire 
and razor wire strung along the top. The fences are 
staggered. The first surrounds the main compound 
consisting of 8 buildings; five of these buildings are 
dormitories, three are divided into four separate dorms 
housing 120 men each, one is divided into 2 separate 
dorms housing 60 men each, and the fifth is the 
protective custody dorm. The second fence surrounds the 
industry shops which produce items such as maps, 
brooms and brushes, hickory furniture, picnic tables, 
concrete car bumpers, and planters. The third fence 
surrounds all of this and the dairy. The institution is 
surrounded by farmland for many miles in every direction. 
For the most part my days are spent reading or watching 
TV, mostly reading. My job is to maintain the cleanliness 
of the latrines, of which there are two in my dorm. This 
takes the whole of approx two hours a day. We are 
afforded the luxury of personal, headphone radios, of 
which I do not have one. We are allowed to go outside 
only to walk to the chow hall or to the laundry, we do 
have outside rec for approx two hours. This is scheduled 
at least three times a week. There is an option for 
participation in programs such as AA, NA, Substance 
Abuse, and various religious group meetings. There is 
also an arts & crafts program available which costs 
$10.00 for every 6 week program. I and many others here 
cannot participate for no one from the outside sends us 
any money. I used to run a little radio repair business until 
the police around here broke it up and moved me to a 
different dorm, that was my little "hustle." It is against the 
rules for one inmate to give or receive anything of value 
to or from another inmate here so I can no longer run my 
shop. The pigs got hip and I got gone. 

I have special goals, but they really have nothing to 
do with this time in this institution. The one goal which 





pertains to this institution is to just get out. I have applied 
to and been accepted into a university for attendance 
upon my release. I plan on studying psychology, 
communication, and TV for production. This diversity in 
studies is to ensure that upon my graduation, I will be 
able to find a job with as little difficulty as possible. A 
professional in one of these fields is far less apt to be 
incarcerated, than, say, a gas station attendant, or a 
janitor, or construction worker. So that and interest in 
these fields is the main reason for making that choice. 

I am being rehabilitated? Yes, though I give no credit 
whatsoever to the prison system. My rehabilitation is of 
and for myself. There are really no programs here 
directed towards the rehabilitation of an offender. There 
are various programs here that are supposed to aid in 
rehabilitation, but the only way one is ever to be 
rehabilitated is through a conscious decision to be 
rehabilitated. To make the changes in his or her way of 
living so as to better blend into the "Society that Is," I will 
try project an image of being able to work with the system 
from now on. 

Never be overt in your dissent. Always project the 
image of the upstanding citizen. Only through this can 
you gain sure purchase in any community, and only 
through having this reputation can you voice your opinion 
with a majority of acceptance. For through overt dissent 
you are only asking to be taken out of society so that your 
opinion cannot be heard, because chances are you might 
make a change and the society system that is cannot 
stand change, for through change they may lose power. 
Become part of the system to change the system from 
within. And be not swayed in your truths by majority 
opinion; for when have the masses ever been right?

The "War on Drugs" 

I am a prisoner-of-war in the "War on Drugs"- which 
is in reality a war on Civil Liberties and the individual 
rights guaranteed to citizens by the U.S. Constitution. I 
am one of 500,000 or more Americans who are 
incarcerated for a "crime" that is not really a crime at all - 
a personal choice to use, possess, or exchange 
consciousness-altering plants and/or synthetic 
substances derived from such plaiits. In my case, the 
substances in question were cannabis, peyote, 
psilocybin, and LSD, which I have openly advocated as 
Spiritual Sacraments for more than twenty years. Other 
drug-war prisoners are incarcerated for using the 
processed residue of poppy flowers (opiates) or coca 
leaves (cocaine), medicinal plant substances that have 
been in use for centuries throughout the world, and until 
recently were used and exchanged openly and freely with 
no negative social consequences. It is prohibition that has 
caused the "drug problem," which includes spiraling 
crime, violence, social chaos, government corruption, and 
a loss of respect for essential human rights - the rights of 
personal freedom, privacy, and the sanctity of private 
property and the home. Drug prohibition reduces the 
individual to a slave of the authoritarian State rather than 
a free citizen. Private property is subject to "forfeiture," 
homes and personal possessions are subject to search 
and seizure, as a result of police "suspicion" of the 
presence of "controlled substances"... suspicion that may 
be based on information purchased from "anonymous 
informants" or undercover" police spies that are free to 
infiltrate, lie, deceive, and misrepresent themselves. In a 
nightmare scenario right out of George Orwell’s 1984, 
children in public schools are encouraged to spy on their 
parents and denounce them to the police for using 
"forbidden" plant substances. 

People! Wake from this trance of mad subservience 
to corrupt authority! In the American Constitutional 
system, government does not have the legitimate power 
to prohibit a citizen from possessing, using, or trading a 
plant that grows from God’s green Earth, any more than it 
can dictate what food you will eat, what clothing you will 
wear, or what books you will read. Government is a 
servant, not a master, of the individual citizen. Each 
person born on Earth has certain natural rights that 
cannot be violated legitimately by any government; 
among these rights are Life, Liberty, and the Pursuit of 
Happiness. Governments are instituted to protect these 
rights; when any government violates them, it is the Right 
and Duty of the people to Alter or Abolish that 
government. These principles are stated in the 
Declaration of Independence, which formally established 
the existence of the U.S. federal government. 


The U.S. Constitution grants government the power 
to protect the Union from foreign aggression, and to 
regulate interstate commerce. It does not grant 
government the power to protect citizens from 
themselves by prohibiting the use of certain plant 
substances. Citizens have the right and the responsibility 
to educate themselves about such substances and to 
decide when, how, and whether to use them. 

Drug prohibition prisoners are political prisoners. 

They are not criminals. 

Demand an immediate end to all prohibition laws! 

Demand that all prisoners of prohibition be freed by 
an immediate and unconditional amnesty, and that 
reparations be paid for "forfeited" property, loss of 
livelihood, and disruptions of personal life. 

The choice is clear: Return to full recognition of 
Individual Liberty and Personal Responsibility, or resign 
yourself and your children to a life of slavery in an 
authoritarian police state! 

It is, in reality a war on Civil 
Liberties and the individual 
rights guaranteed to citizens by 
the U.S. Constitution 

I am a Federal POW that is an eyewitness to the 
atrocities being conducted in the name of justice. This 
multi-billion dollar "War On Drugs" has done very little to 
restore the integrity of government. So many people are 
being snatched up and caged for no reason at all. I’m 
afraid if there isn’t major adjustments and solidarity 
among the people, all of society will suffer at the hands of 
these tyrants. Thousands of decent people may be turned 
into anti-social animals. Every one must be aware that 
prisons foster further socio-economic problems and only 
serve the interest of those in the Capitalist regime who 
have invested or make $ out of involuntary servitude. 


I am incarcerated in a rural workcamp with 324 other 
adult females. We are housed in 20 year old Air Force 
base barracks; 6, 8, 12, or 24 to a room. The grounds are 
open grass and trees with sidewalks between buildings. 
The outdoor rec area is an open field with picnic tables. 
The buildings are old, and in some cases deteriorating 
quicker than can be kept up. Our steam heat pipes are 
covered with crumbling asbestos. We have communal 
showers and bathroom facilities, little personal storage, 



and no privacy. One third the population is enrolled in 
school of some type, the rest are assigned to road crew, 
maintenance, kitchen, custodians, or several other jobs. 

I am up early (5:30 am), and to breakfast at 6:15. I 
am classified to the Greenhouse where I’m in charge of 
all the house plants in the facility. I have a small 
greenhouse to grow plants which takes two days of the 
week, and I’m responsible for watering, fertilizing, and 
caring for the various plants in every building. I walk 
about 5 miles a day in this regard. At 3:30 when my work 
is done, I spend my time doing handwork (knitting or 
crochet) for other offender’s, and my own personal 
business which keeps me in commissary and augments 
my 65 cents per day state pay. 

I write letters and read before going to bed around 
8:30 pm. We have visits on the weekend 8-8, but my 
family is so scattered, I rarely have visits. 

Once a week, I have Bible study and occasionally I 
go outside in the evening. 

I want very much to get my own craft business going 
well. Recycling and caring for the future of the planet is 
very important to me. I hope for a peaceful and secure 
time when I’m released in 1995. My children are all grown 
and I have grandchildren I’d like to spend some time with. 

There is no rehabilitation. There is very little but work 
here at RTC. The staff has no training to do more than 
warehouse us, keep a moderate amount of security, and 
get us out the gate. Even "school" is a do it yourself 
proposition. I got my degree in law via a self-paid for 
correspondence course and no recognition from the 
facility. 

Wake up! There’s a war going on and you’re probably 
on the wrong side!!

Black people, I truly find it hard 
to believe that in 1993 there are 
many of you still trying to force 
Ameriklan to let you be their 
neighbor. I’m still at a loss as to 
why you believe that living 
amongst them, you will become 
an AmeriKlan citizen in their 
eyes. It isn’t going to happen. 


I’m surrounded by concrete and some type of metal 
that isn’t really steel but just as hard. There are two tiers, 
four cells on the bottom and four cells on the top. There is 
a control tower with a gun-toting correctional officer in it 
who opens and closes our doors. I’m told they are there 
for the protection of the prisoners and staff but most of 
the fights occur because the control officer open doors of 
cells containing known enemies just to watch a fight, for 
fun... 

I’m only allowed on the yard, which is pure concrete, 
for any hour and a half each day. I exercise, read books, 
study what law I can while fighting the system trying to 
turn me into an informant as they’ve done to so many 
other prisoners of a weaker nature. I watch TV at night 
mostly. Culture programs which are mostly 
"misinformation" when it comes to the land of the Black, 
adventure, and news everyday to try and keep up with 
the lies Billy "Blowdry" Clinton is coming up with for that 
particular day. Sometimes I carry on conversations with 
other prisoners in my pod. Our sections are called Pods, 
there are 6 pods from A to F, I’m in C pod. There is no 
conversation carried on in any pod that the guard in the 
control tower can’t hear - there is an echo in here that 
carries voices all throughout this building, prisoners and 
cops alike. The only way to carry on a conversation that 
can’t be heard over the tier is with your neighbor in the air 
vent between your cells. 

My goals are to become a paralegal investigator, but 
I’m way short on funds to take the correspondence 
course that professional career development institute has 
to offer at the moment. I’d like to get out there and help 
stop the youths from killing off everyone who looks at 
them wrong. I have no idea how I would bring this about, 
but I’m confident I could play a large role in the city where 
I grew up, San Francisco, CA. Something has to be done 
to stop all of this killing the youth are doing in our 
communities. So far, all that has been tried has failed, we 
need a new idea. 

I am not being rehabilitated. There isn’t even an 
attempt being made to rehabilitate any of us in the 
Security housing unit (SHU). I’m in Shu because this 
administration believes I am a member of the Black 
Guerrilla Family (BGF). I’ve denied it emphatically since 
1974, but here I sit in the hole. Numerous prisoners in 
Shu have asked for schooling, job skills and any help that 
is going to be beneficial to them once they return to the 
streets- our breath is being wasted because the prison 
administration has turned deaf ears to all of our pleas for 
educational and job skills. 

My advice is this: being the realist that I am, I don’t 
expect racism to ever end, and I believe that it is a 
complete waste of time and effort to work toward ending 
racism. Black people, I truly find it hard to believe that in 
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1993 there are many of you still trying to force Ameriklan 
to let you be their neighbor. I’m still at a loss as to why 
you believe that living amongst them, you will become an 
AmeriKlan citizen in their eyes. It isn’t going to happen. 
Fuck that! You better be about the business of teaching 
our youth how to be leaders rather than victims or 
victimizers. It’s not too early or late to show them what 
leading and cooperation are all about. The Black 
community must take an interest in their youngsters. We 
must offer non-school activities giving constructive 
alternatives to the streets. Having an opportunity to join a 
structured program not only takes youths off the streets, 
it can mean the difference between a productive life or a 
wasted one. 

There are a lack of sufficient role models. Black 
children are not encouraged in their dreams, and are not 
cultivated toward their aspirations, which leaves a lack of 
reinforcement of intellectual abilities. They assimilate into 
the one-sided system, only to withdraw into isolated 
lifestyles that tear them apart between two cultures. One 
culture makes them "seek desperately to become socially 
accepted by their white counterparts." While the other 
puts pressure on Black students to strongly identify with 
the black community, thereby developing a split 
personality, or cultural schizophrenia, one behavior to 
please whites, another to please the Blacks. Most of all 
Black students who make this double social and 
psychological adjustment get labeled as Oreos, Uncle 
Tom’s, or sell outs, and become confused and stressed 
out, as they unsuccessfully juggle this split personality. 
The way to eliminate this problem is to take a couple 
hours out of our day to teach Black Afrikan history to our 
youth. After school is the best time to do this to wipe out 
a lot of the junk from school.

I have 
a writ of habeas corpus in the courts right now - though I 
don’t place any faith in the Ameriklan judicial system it is 
the only course left to me. Shit has come to a sorry state 
when you are forced to tell on people just to get out of the 
hole to another part of the prison. Believe me when I say 
there are many people doing some telling in this Kamp. I, 
myself, have received forty-six disclosure forms saying 
I’m a danger to staff and prisoners alike, all the years I’ve 
been in prison I don’t have one act of violence in my files, 
not one! Nevertheless, here I sit in security housing unit. I 
hope you will send my everything you can, I read a lot. If 
anyone would like to write, I will respond to all letters.

WHY DO OUR SUBSCRIBERS CALL 
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A Hard Lesson in Morality 

Taking my freedom for granted I paid a terrible price- 
a sordid past rife with violence, sex and drugs, a twisted 
notion of the American Dream, then accused, arrested, 
convicted for the murder of a sleazy pimp after a well 
schooled thespian demonically portrayed me on 
America’s Most Wanted 1 - it was inevitable that my life 
became an interminable shuttle winding down the long 
dark corridors of death row. 

I know now that fate can sometimes be unmitigatingly 
cruel. Some days are spent pacing the dusky floor in 
mincing strides, listening to the horrid screams, 
the perpetual hypnotic chatter resounding off the walls. 
And like most of this collective motley brood of society’s 
castaways, it is so easy for me to feel helpless rage, 
pissed at the all-white jury and the Gestapo-like judge 
who sentenced me. But I am not one of those embittered, 
self-loathing black males you always hear piteously 
mewling, running his mouth about what the dominant 
white class allegedly owes him and how the government 
systematically and historically messed him around. 

Bludgeoning white guilt is not the intent of this article 
- decrying racism will do little to extricate me from this 
untenable quandary. A controversial black professor, 
Shelby Steele, summed it up best: ’The selfishly guilty 
white person is drawn to what blacks least like in 
themselves - their suffering, victimization, and 
dependency. This is no good for anyone - black or white." 

I came to prison before the end 
of the Cold War, before the 
start of the Gulf War, before the 
fall of the Berlin Wall, the L.A. 
Riots, AIDS, crack babies, car 
jackings, and well before the 
anathema of senseless 
drivebys. 


Some may digress. But in the most prosperous 
country in the world - in a capitalist Society that applauds 
success and condemns failure - bear the onus of failure. I 
am guilty of being the fodder which fuels the pervasive 
negative stereotypes that haunt those of the African 


diaspora. I am one of those one-in-every-four black 
males in prison, or on parole. According to a recent 
national survey, 665,719 men are in prison; 38,462 
women are also behind bars. What is disturbing to me - 
and I’m sure many other - forty-six percent of the total 
prison population are African-Americans.^ 

I came to prison before the end of the Cold War, 
before the start of the Gulf War, before the fall of the 
Berlin Wall, the L.A. Riots, AIDS, crack babies, car 
jackings, and well before the anathema of senseless 
drivebys. The glaring images in newspapers and 
magazines and the montage of news reports fleeting 
across tv screens are heinous, crude, and apocalyptic. 
The media wants you to know that, invariably, most of 
the culprits of these crimes are young African-American 
males. And the seething emotions these stories evoke, 
the paroxysmal, rippling effect produced by the perfidious 
actions of a few of my young misguided brothers further 
broadens the ever-widening gulf between blacks and 
whites in this country. And it strikes a palpable terror in 
the hearts of many law-abiding, hard-working urban 
blacks too, and the burgeoning black bourgeoisie who, 
unfortunately, find themselves victims of black-on-black 
crime. 

In the exercise yard the other day a prisoner called 
out to me, ’Yo, Reggie!’ I paused. The handball crashed 
against the concrete wall and soared past my 
sweaty brown face as I turned to face the speaker. 
’What’s up?’ I asked. 

'Did ya see that story on CNN News last night?’ I 
shook my head no. 

’Well, some crazy crackheads did a carjacking, 
man,’ the con explained. ’They throwed a lil’ baby out the 
window, an’ then dragged the lady down the street.’ I 
stared at him in horror and dismay. I felt a cold shudder 
rip through my flesh. 

Damn. 

Later that night, in the slatted darkness of my small 
death row cell, I couldn’t stop thinking about the tragic 
ordeal the poor woman and her baby went through. I 
found myself filled with heart-wrenching guilt, shame, 
implacable resolute despair - and, yes - self-examination. 

In the crucible of my torturous soul questions 
abound. How many of my wide-eyed, impressionable 
young brothers had seen me on America’s Most Wanted, 
read about my illustrious criminal career in newspapers 
and magazines - and staged an unflattering parody of my 
lawless conduct and behavior? I wondered. If somehow 
this is true, then isn’t my responsibility to disinherit my 
brethren from the impoverished doom I’d bequeathed 
them? And isn’t it my responsibility, as a black father, as 
a writer, to lecture, admonish, pontificate, and to teach 
"my young misguided brothers respect for the rule of law, 



respect for the liberty and the private property of others? 
And what better model for freedom can be used than a 
man whose own individual freedom has been 
usurped - for those foolishly and wantonly contemplating 
jeopardizing their collective freedom? That night, I was on 
trial again, before the glaring visages of an imaginary jury 
and before the great loom of a self appointed prosecutor. 

I remembered these words W.E.B. DuBois once wrote: 
That freedom is the heritage of man and by freedom we 
do not mean freedom from the laws of nature, but 
freedom to think and believe, to express our thoughts 
and dream our dreams, and to maintain our rights against 
secret police, witch hunters or any other sort of ‘modern 
fool or tyrant.Decades later, Dr. DuBois’ scholarly 
observation is as pertinent today as it was then. 

During the late 60s, I was a member of one of the 
largest and most notorious gangs in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. But like countless black youths of my 
time, my initiation into the criminal ecology of this dark 
underworld was born out of despair, poverty, infinite 
boredom, the need to be a part of an extended family, 
and the necessity to survive amid the bleak urban 
landscape. The strictest norms of society were being 
challenged-and people were rebelling all over the place. 
The world had not made significant advances in the fields 
of science and technology. There were few opportunities 
for my people in the branches of government, in lofty 
boardrooms, in Hollywood, and across the political 
spectrum. Self-empowerment and determination for 
blacks was an espoused concept in its embryonic stages. 
Universities across the U.S. were resistant to Black 
Studies courses as an educational tool to bolster the low 
self- esteem of hordes of black students. Now, as a 
people, we have progressed. This is a new world. This is 
1994. We’re hurtling headlong towards the twenty- first 
century—and the ancient tribal mentality still quite 
pervasive among some of my people-the intrinsic self- 
hatred of young gang members slaughtering each other 
over the bright colors of a piece of cloth—a handkerchief- 
must cease.

Wednesday night the guards gave me a food tray 
without everything it was supposed to have on it. After 
asking for them to please get me the missing food and 
being told I was a liar and that I’d gotten everything I was 
going to get, me and seven other people on this cell block 
rebelled. I told the guard who called me a liar, that he 
was a liar and threw a bowl of potato soup all over him, 
and everyone else refused to turn in their trays. I've taken 
a lot of abuse from these second shift guards who do 
whatever they like, with no regard for inmates, rules or 
laws, because there’s no administration here when they 
work. They figure there’s nothing we can do and that no- 
one will believe us anyway. But by working together, they 
have to come up with some explanation for the log book, 
and the next day, just as we expected, we got the deputy 
warden over here to investigate. All of us stuck together, 
and while we are still got write ups, we also got some 
things resolved about the 2nd shift and how they ignore 
the rules. They won’t want us doing this again. Nothing 
gets their attention like a group of inmates working 
together. They are afraid when that happens. Its a tribute 
to their ability to divide and control us that we rarely work 
together. But when we do, they listen. Of course, we all 
got found guilty of our write-ups, but all of us are in the 
hole awaiting transfer so that’s meaningless. We 
shouldn’t have as much total disregard on second shift 
from now on so it was well worth it.

MY EXPERIENCES WITH 
AFRO-AMERICANS IN JAILS 
AND PRISONS 

Spending five years in federal prisons and various 
local jails gave me a tremendous education in matters of 
race, in particular with regard to the sexually expressed 
rivalry between blacks and whites behind bars. 

Until my first jailing had known virtually nothing of 
blacks, there were two (I think) in my high school. But 
when I went to jail in Washington D.C., it was (as often 
the case) the reverse: there were two white boy in the 
cellblock with 300 or so blacks. I got gang-raped there by 
about 45 guys over two days (set up by a guard captain) 
and had to spend all of the "indoor recreation" period with 
a big black dick in my throat or up my ass (or both at 
once). The other white boy was in the same boat. I was 
told, "Your ass belongs to the black man and don’t you 
ever forget it!" My second time in jail was in Jacksonville, 
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NC. and there I got raped by seven blacks (followed by 
four whites) the first night there. The four white boys (all 
marines) put a claim on me as their "punk" and they kept 
the blacks away from me in accordance with prison 
custom, which specifies that a "man" who owns a 
"punk" has to protect him. All of the prisoners in this 
narrative, I should note, are straight "on the street" and 
use "punks" only as substitute for females. The third time 
in jail was in Norfolk, VA, and there I also got raped by 
blacks and then claimed by a white boy as his "punk." 
When I went to federal jail (#4) in New York I was 
claimed by a white boy from Louisiana, but a black dude 
disrespected him by raping me, anyway, then made him 
give up his claim on me. 

When I got to Ray Brook federal prison I was claimed 
by a nephew of governor XXXXX XXXXX, but two black 
guys went to his cell and "convinced" him to give up his 
claim on me, then I got raped by both of them. In both 
cases, the white boys weren’t strong enough to defend 
me the way the prison code says they should, so they 
had to give up their claim on me and let the blacks fuck 
me. 

In Ashland prison I was getting raped a lot by a black 
dude from Philadelphia and his friends. After a while, he 
started to sing to me and bring me gifts. At one point, I 
asked him why he didn't just put a claim on me and he 
said that he would except that the white cops would have 
been after him for an open relationship like that. I got to 
know him pretty well, the first time I had gotten to know a 
black booty- bandit personally. In Ashland, the rednecks 
threatened me with death if I didn’t stop hanging out with 
blacks (they were embarrassed ’cause they couldn't 
protect and keep control of their "white pussy,” the fact 
that the blacks were fucking me meant a serious loss of 
status for them), but I decided I couldn't live with myself if 
I let anyone tell me who I could and couldn’t hang out 
with. I defied them! 

Spending five years in 
federal prisons and various 
local jails gave me a 
tremendous education in 
matters of race, in particular 
with regard to the sexually 
expressed rivalry between 
blacks and whites behind bars. 




Then I got transferred to Otisville, where I got 
claimed by a 6’3", 230-lb. black boxer from Baltimore, 
Champ, who had me move into his double-cell with him. 

We generally had a pretty good relationship which lasted 
for about a year and got better as time went on, until his 
parole. I got him into puck rock and Buddhism. We’d 
spend most Saturday nights doing acid and listening to 
punk on the radio, while he fucked my throat or ass. He’d 
cum about seven times during the night and would spend 
hours lying on top of me with his dick in my ass. I got to 
know him extremely well. The white boys wouldn’t talk to 
me though. They were extremely afraid of him. So, for a 
year I spent all of my free time with his black friends and 
that was a tremendous education for me. I had to blow 
his friends and paying customers at his direction, but he 
wouldn’t let anyone fuck my "pussy" (ass). I learned to 
understand ghetto slang and what these guys had been 
through. I held Champ in my arms when he cried after 
learning that his kid brother had been killed trying to hold 
up a 7-11. By the time he left I had become pretty fond 
of the big guy; he’d done an excellent job of protecting 
me and after the initial shakedown he treated me as a 
friend and partner, of course I still had to perform the 
duties expected of a jail punk. After we both got out and 
he’d gone back to womyn, he called me up several times 
when he was lonely but I never saw him again. When I 
went back to Raybrook prison on a parole violation in 
1990, I was claimed by another big black guy named Wo, 
from D.C., and had a pretty good relationship with him; 
again my social environment was all black. Saturday 
nights saw the same routine as with Champ, except Wo 
spent more time in my mouth and less in my ass. I ve 
kept in touch with Wo by phone and mail regularly since 
then, but he is back to womyn and I haven’t seen him 
again. One of the facts that I learned in prison is that 
black man beyond a doubt actually do, on the average, 
have bigger sex organs than white men and by a 
considerable margin. I’ve had sex with hundreds of 
prisoners of both races over five years, so I feel I had a 
good base for comparsion. This anatomical difference, 
which blacks were not shy about proclaiming to white 
boys, astonished me because I had read in several sex 
education book that there was no such difference. Now I 
know that these distinguished sex educators lied, 
presumable in the name of racial equality. And it makes 
me wonder in what other areas scientifically trained 
experts have lied in pursuit or what they considered 
noble.

Welcome to the Special Housing Unit of a New York 
State prison. We will be visiting the Intense Management 
Unit, A-58 cell -- a dungeon torture chamber used for the 
purpose of experimenting deeply into the uncharted 
areas of sensory deprivation, unrestrained torture and 
extreme human cruelty. In this essay we’ll describe each 
and every aspect of this dungeon, and even attempt to 
place you in this "grave" for a brief period. 

The unwilling residents of this "unit" are subjected to 
cruelty, racism, degrading treatment in unsanitary 
conditions - officially called "discipline." They are told, 
"Actions of any nature deemed inappropriate by facility 
staff will not be tolerated; therefore sanctions levied 
against inmates (impartial and unbiased of course) are to 
impress upon the inmate and the rest of the population 
that we will not be fucked with!" Here we go: First on 
today’s agenda is admission to the Special Housing Unit, 
by way of draconian armed and of course dangerous 
escorts. An inmate can be admitted to this unit (S.H.U.) 
for any infraction of the rules and regulations of this 
institution. (These rules are of course subject to 
manipulative reorganization, to suit the police’s appetite.) 
Through a thick, grey iron door you travel, to a brightly 
painted corridor (painted bright to unfocus your vision and 
keep you disoriented). A neon-red cage door stops you 
from entering. As the officers tighten their batons 
between your upraised cuffed arms, the gate slowly 
slides open. Everything around you is painted so vividly 
of flesh-tones and blue accented stripes that you must 
squint as you are directed to enter the "frisk room" to the 
extreme right. Once in the room, you notice two huge 
blue footprints painted on the floor, facing into the corner, 
where you are ordered to stand. You are further 
instructed that once your cuffs are removed you are to 
place your hands, palms out, as high as you possibly 


can, and don’t for any reason move them until "Simon 
says", or you’ll receive an assault charge. Three or four 
more officers enter now as you stare into the bare corner 
awaiting "Simon’s" command. One officer instructs you to 
take off your shirt...oops, Simon didn’t say! In a quick, 
violent motion, three foot-long wooden riot batons pound 
and crash into your exposed, defenseless flesh, 
repeatedly striking with renewing force as you fall to the 
floor. If you choose to resist, you are beaten unmercifully 
by these pigs until all resistance is suppressed. You lie 
there, a bundle of damaged, bruised and swollen flesh, 
and then this devil instructs you to stand again in those 
stupid fucking foot- prints. Now, as you grudgingly await 
more viscious blows, you are ordered to only move one 
hand at a time and to keep the other hand placed on the 
wall at all times, your feet in the footprints facing into the 
corner. With this single hand you awkwardly undress, one 
pitiful move after another. If you happen to fall over or 
mistakenly take down both hands, at once your 
"resistance" is met again by flailing wooden sticks 
wielded by fiendish pricks who hate. 

Once you are naked, you are bodily searched for 
contraband. When they feel you’ve been thoroughly 
humiliated, you are allowed to put on your underwear. 
Then you’re told their rules. Simply put, whatever you’re 
told at any given moment is the rules. You are told to 
walk out of the room with your hands behind your back 
fingers interconnected, and if you happen to move them 
from this position it is considered an assault, and you will 
be punished accordingly. Past two parallel tiers you are 
led, toward cells 37 - 58, the Admissions and Orientation 
Tanks. Your cell has a solid, bright blue door, with only a 
narrow food slot and a 4" x 4" Plexiglas window which 
remains covered at all times. Once you are behind this 
door, solidly sealed into your "tomb", you realize that you 
are surrounded by 1.0’ x 7’ cement walls, colored 
"submission-beige”, with an aluminum sink and 
connected toilet, and a metal bed with a thin mattress. A 
pillowcase, two sheets, half a blanket, and a roll of shit 
paper are on top of your bunk. You’re in for your stay. 
Eating utensils are passed out on Monday, so if you 
come in on Tuesday, you’ll eat with your fingers for a 
week. A light casts a dim, yellow glow on your 
surroundings. There’s a cage-door in the rear of your cell 
for the cops to spy on you through. Now your nightmare 
begins! Before we go any further into the full routine 
here, be warned. At any given moment, for any reason, a 
heavily armed goon squad is ready to rush into a totally 
defenseless inmate’s cell with the aid of plastic shields, 
riot sticks, steel-toed jump boots, with gas masks if 
necessary. Throughout your stay you’ll hear this form of 
aggression being carried out on sometimes unsuspecting 
and always defenseless men around you. Their cries, 
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and your own, echo into the dark night. The goons show 
no mercy, no regard for human life, as you’ll soon 
discover when you’re stripped bare-ass naked and 
chained hand and foot to a cold slab of steel. By common 
practice, you are formally served your "misbehavior 
report" papers, stating all your infractions. You are even 
allowed to call witnesses on your own behalf, but 
unfortunately they aren’t allowed to appear because of 
the risk this presents to security. Once this ritual is 
performed, your cold, miserable, underwear-only-clad ass 
is taken, hands behind your back, to receive your 
property. Upon entering the property room, you discover 
that about half of your things your things are missing, 
thanks to pillaging by other inmates and the pigs, all of 
whom have joyously helped themselves during your 
deepest of traumas. You are given two pairs of socks, 
two pairs of underwear, and five reading materials 
(exchanged once a month!). You receive a toothbrush, 
toothpaste, comb, and a bar of "state soap". Finally, 
you’re issued a pair of abused "Chuck Taylors" from the 
70s with no laces, and a tan suit with S.H.U. in 6"-high 
black letters stamped all over it, just to make sure you’re 
aware of where you are. Now, more fun: a gut-busting 
game for these sadistic pigs to play is that you must carry 
your meager possessions all the way back to your cell. 

No hard task, you believe, except that you must do so 
with your hands behind your back. If you drop anything, 
you’ve lost it, and if you stop to retrieve any fallen articles 
you will soon join them. Always remember, these 
monsters live to inflict pain. One of two scenarios are 
now rehearsed: one, you can possibly make it back to 
your cave; or two, a nasty, foul-breathing Dickhead can 
make you lose your possession of your articles by way of 
tripping, pushing, or blatantly knocking them loose. 
Hopefully you’re fortunate enough to safely arrive at your 
oppression hovel with no incident. Well now, at six in the 
morning you’d better be awake because a pig walking at 
breakneck speed flashes by the back cage-side of your 
cell, yelling out numbers, and in a split second you yell 
out Recreation, Medical Attention, or Showers. That’s all 
you’re offered. While you’re here, you receive no 
telephone calls of any kind, legal or otherwise, and your 
mail crawls at a snail’s pace through a dozen slimy 
hands. If you’re lucky, you might even receive it on 
occasion. 

Eating utensils are passed out 
on Monday, so if you come in 
on Tuesday, you’ll eat with your 
fingers for a week. 


For 23 hours a day, or most often 24, you sit in your 
windowless cell, breathing funky recycled air and feeling 
dead. Recreation is highly discouraged here. And if 
you’re fortunate enough to catch the "flying pig", it’s one 
hour a day. Don’t smile yet. You recreate on a barren tar 
pad, surrounded by red brick walls, with a razor-wire roof, 
about 12’ high, 12’ long and 8’ wide. The zoo has nothing 
on this joint. You never see another inmate, only the pigs. 
This is to ensure your love for your captors and to 
reinforce the idea of your dependency on them. Showers 
are five minutes in duration, three times a week, two 
minutes for shaving and three for the shower, in a rotted, 
tiled rain locker, infested with flying, stinging gnats and 
roaches. Your daily nutrition -- what a sad, cruel joke -- 
you are fed about half of what the regular prison 
population receives in the mess hall. It’s always as cold 
as Frosty’s balls, too.

It’s always so much easier to suppress an 
inmate and remain in total control if he's nauseated or in 
pain. Education or other programs? There are none. 

Lastly, within seven days of your arrival, you are 
taken to a "kangaroo court", allowed to grovel to an 
unlistening beast with a who-gives-a-fuck attitude and a 
subordinate from hell. You are sentenced to an excessive 
amount of time for the slightest infractions, imposed by 
your "hearing officer" who can impose any sanctions he 
sees fit -- restricted diet, extended confinement, loss of 
any recommended good time allowances, etc. With no 
limit! In New York State you can receive any amount of 
deprivation of privileges and cell confinement deemed 
appropriate. This creature with the sadistic grin and the 
stain on the front of his pants is your final decision maker. 
Years are handed out daily here. If you receive more 
than one year, you’re off to the ultra-max Marion-style 
prisons, Southport or Shawangunk. But that’s another 
depressing story. Please don’t come around my way to 
S.H.U., my friend, or you’ll never be the same.

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I, Robert Draft have been incarcerated by the 
Michigan Department of Corrections(MDOC). For three 
and a half years so far, I have witnessed countless 
violations of the few rights we are led to believe we have. 
Most of the time these violations are unprovable. 

Records are not kept when a prisoner is degraded, 
humiliated or beaten by the people who keep us here. 

This is an example of one of their ways to degrade us; 
the department has a rule which states they can strip 
search us any time they want, but they can take it further 
than that by stripping us of our clothes and then leaving 
us for hours naked in a cold room. And don’t make the 
mistake of telling them how you feel about them, they 
don’t like prisoner’s opinions. One day not to long ago I 
was sickened to observe five guards as they sat around 
joking and laughing as they plotted how they would 
further torment this prisoner who had been targeted for 
complaining about his treatment. This person (who was 
really powerless and at their mercy) was not very literate 
so he asked for help in writing a letter to our warden to 
ask for help. A letter was sent to Warden Caruso. This 
prisoner begged to be moved to another unit just so he 
could try and avoid conflict with the oppressive staff, and 
yes he was eventually moved; oh, not to another 
unit but to the hole - "solitary confinement." See, if a 
lower officer finds out you’ve written to a warden, 
complaining about their conduct, they will retaliate 
against you. A lot of the time it seems like they are 
playing childish games with our lives. They keep us as 
weak as they can, they don’t want us to have contact 
with the outside world. Rehabilitation is discouraged, 
programs to help us are very limited. 

They cut us off from the rest of the world and treat us 
as if we will never be released, when in fact most of us 
will be out again. I see it this way; they lock us up in 
warehouses and do their best to destroy us when what 
they should do is try and help us help ourselves. It makes 
no sense to chain a dog up and beat him and feed him 
hate and pain for years, and then one day just let him 
loose. 

I’ve thought of contacting some victims rights groups 
to see if they knew or cared about our rehabilitation or 
lack of it. I think it is reasonable to say that if we had 
more resources to help us reform, more educational 
programs, that we may just be able to prevent someone 
else from becoming a victim. Time does nothing for a 


prisoner, it just makes him harder. I have been on a 
waiting list for over three years to receive impulse control 
therapy. Why in this system does a prisoner have to wait 
this long to receive mental health treatment? Well, I can 
understand a slight delay because our shrink recently 
blew his brains out - really encouraging. Many prisoners 
wait years to receive therapy. An average prison job pays 
about 10 cents an hour and there are only enough jobs 
for about 10% of us. So there are plenty of prisoners who 
just don’t have funds and even with a job are very low on 
funds (“slave wages"). But our warden here at U.R.F. 
expects us to be able to purchase all our reading 
materials through our prison accounts, and if you don’t 
have any money but do have someone out in the world 
that is willing to pay to have a book or newspaper sent to 
you, she won’t let it in. 

Most violations that MDOC staff do against us are 
unprovable but I have found that I can prove and I’ll use 
their own words to do it. The warden here at URF, 
Patrisha Caruso, has done a very cruel thing to us. She 
has imposed a rule on us (OP-URF-63.05, Operating 
Procedure Upper Regional Facility 63.05) which in 
essence states that if a prisoner does not have funds in 
his account he can’t receive books or other publications. 
All books, magazines, and newspapers are to be 
purchased from approved publishers or bookstores by 
the prison and an approved car must be on file in the 
business office. 

They cut us off from the rest of 
the world and treat us as if we 
will never be released, when in 
fact most of us will be out 
again. I see it this way; they 
lock us up in warehouses and 
do their best to destroy us 
when what they should do is try 
and help us help ourselves. It 
makes no sense to chain a dog 
up and beat him and feed him 
hate and pain for years, and 
then one day just let him loose. 
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Yes they keep a record of everything we order. A 
’car’ is the form which a prisoner must fill out to authorize 
the removal of funds from his account, so if a prisoner 
has no funds in his account he can't receive books or 
other reading material. Even if someone has sent him a 
book from an authorized publisher it will be rejected and 
sent back. Wardens in the MDOC are allowed to make 
up these operating procedures as long as they don’t 
conflict with the rule making provisions of the 
Administrative Procedures Act. OP-URF 63.05 is in 
conflict with this act and is therefore invalid, but we sure 
can't tell. It is also in conflict with Rule 791.6603 Prisoner 
Mail Rights, which comes from Lansing and clearly states 
"A prisoner may receive any book, periodical or other 
publication which is sent directly by the publisher or other 
authorized retail outlet and which does not present a 
threat to the order or security of the institution or to the 
prisoner rehabilitation." Federal law 753 Federal 
Reporters 2nd series Spruytte V. Walters, administrative 
rule 791.6603 creates a federally protected interest. The 
rule states that a prisoner "May receive any book which 
does not present a threat to the order or security of the 
institution or to resident rehabilitation." If a prisoner may 
receive any non-threatening book, it follows that officials 
may not prohibit receipt of a book unless they determine 
that the book poses a threat to the administration of the 
prison. The rule also provides that the individual book 
must pose a threat, not that the book merely belongs to a 
category of books that may pose a threat. A prisoner is 
not wholly stripped of constitutional protection when he is 
imprisoned for crime. 

There is no iron curtain drawn between the 
constitution and the prisons of this country. 

The Department of Corrections is an agency subject 
to the rule-making the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedures Act, and policy directives of the department 
that are not promulgated pursuant to the Act are invalid 
(MCL 24.201 et seq MSA 3.560(101]). But of course our 
wonderfully oppressive warden could care less. 

A large portion of our population is illiterate and to 
keep a prisoner from having reading material is a crime. 
Why, I wonder, would our warden want to keep us from 
reading? I, and other prisoners, feel it is nothing more 
than a cruel and vindictive act aimed at hurting us. 

Rule OP-URF 63.05 is a crime and must be changed. 

This is just a small part of an ongoing censorship 
program here at this prison. 

The treatment we endure is truly medieval. At one 
time in this country it was illegal for blacks to read, and at 
URF, the warden is doing her best to hold back people 
who should at least be given a chance to improve 
themselves. 
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I feel the main key to our rehabilitation is education 
and how can we do this without books? I have seen the 
faces of men who can’t understand why they’ve been told 
their books can’t come in here. Men who want to change 
and can’t because some evil person has unjustly thrown 
their false authority on them. 


I am sure most people have preconceived ideas of 
what prison must be like. Well, I don't know about yours, 
but mine sure were wrong; real wrong. 

Prison is like a real bizarre game, and the penalties 
for losing are often very harsh. They can range from a 
little ass kicking to getting your skull crushed. There are 
many different variations of the game and there really are 
no set rules except one, and that is that "everyone must 
play." 

I am not much for games of chance so I play as little 
as I can. See, I mind my own business and keep to 
myself. But if You want to be a real player just start 
sticking your nose or other body part into another man’s 
business and soon the action will start.

U. R. F. is a special prison. It is considered a

C shown that they are more outgoing than the 
K average con, willing to take a chance and be 
E a real game player.

There is only one rule to the game so even the 
simplest minded con can play. 

The main objective is to smash or slash without 
getting smashed or slashed. Equipment varies from fist, 
feet, and shanks, to-my all time favorite, a "Belt and a 
Lock. It s very easy to use; you take a lock and run a 
belt through it and then swing it very hard at heads, or 
any other targets that present themselves. 

Last week a really intense round was played out. 
Some would call it a small riot. It involved team players 
from the "G" gangsters, Latin Counts and the Melanies. 
They played real hard and fast, running around in a 
murderous frenzy all over the unit. Punks and sissies hid 
under their bunks while the real players smashed and 
slashed at everything in sight. But soon the screws, 
dressed in their riot gear, rolled in to spoil the fun. The 
only good thing about that was that two of them were 
taken out of the game with injuries. Also many key 
players ended up in the penalty box; aka "The Hole." 

Rounds of the game are played out all day long. 

Some are more dramatic than others, but it is all still part 
of the game. Another interesting part of the game is the 




predator-prey part. I am a good observer and I’ll sit on 
our day room or on the yard and watch the interactions 
going on. Here is an example: Hawk sees a tender 
looking new fish in the unit and his cool eyes light up with 
joy. He stalks the kid for a week, then moves in for a bite. 

I can hear it now, "Hey kid where you from? Ya, it’s kind 
of dangerous around here, lots of wolves, ya know I 
could watch out for ya, everyone needs friends, you do 
want me to be your friend don’t you?" Protection for the 
weak can range from money to sexual favors. Some of 
the men in here are real monsters and some are as weak 
as flies and some I just don’t see how they survive. 

I was in the weight pit today working out, and as I 
picked up a 25 pound dumbbell and started curling it, 
something caught my eye, one end of the dumbbell was 
coated with blood. Yuk! Someone played and lost, too 
bad. 

My bunky is doing two life bits for blowing up a 
couple with a shotgun then, because the ground was 
frozen, he stuffed their bodies in the septic tank, double 
yuk! He’ll never get out. Now he is a "watch tower 
person," yeah a door knocker. I told him the other day 
that if it wasn’t for his fake ass religion he would be sitting 
in the corner sucken turds. He lives in a fantasy world 
and if he ever sees reality he ’ll take himself out. I’ve 
offered him my extension cord more than once and he 
said if I ever came back and found him swinging that I’d 
feel guilty, ya right! 

I can’t stand people who come to prison and then 
hide behind a bible. I am a criminal. That is what my real 
world has made me. I’ve done what I’ve had to do to 
survive in here and in the real world. There’s no shame in 
my game.

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American Indian Movement 

June 26th Statement 


(reprinted from Bayou La Rose) 

June 26th, 1975 started out as a beautiful day. I 
could feel a warm breeze as I lay in my tent listening to 
the women laughing and gossiping outside as they 
prepared breakfast. I heard one of them say "Oops, I just 
dropped this pancake to the ground” and another 
answered, "Don't worry about it. Just dust it off. They’ll 
never know the difference." She meant us men. I laughed 
quietly with them and later found out that Dino had 
overheard them too. 

But suddenly this beautiful morning was cut short by 
the sounds of gunfire. It seemed far off, and at first I 
dismissed it as someone practicing in the woods. Then I 
started hearing the screams. I had never before felt this 
frightened. Knowing that there were so many women, 
children, and old people there at our camp, I rushed out 
grabbing my shirt and rifle and started running for the 
houses where I believed the Jumping Bulls were trapped. 
The heat of the day hit me like a fist, and as I ran trying 
to wipe the sweat from my eyes, I dropped my ammo 
bag. Bullets zoomed from every direction. I could hear 
them flying around my head. I had to drop onto my belly 
and crawl. 

When I got to the houses, I warned everybody inside 
to get out of the area. Dino had told Nikak to gather the 
women and kids together and hide in the woods. I could 
not believe that this was happening. I could not believe 
that our wonderful, peaceful morning could be shattered 
by such violence. I did not know then why we had come 
under such a vicious attack. I knew only that my job was 
to help protect these innocent women and terrified 
children. I knew that I could not give in to my own fear, 
and I worried that someone’s panic could spell their 
death. I told the young ones that it was time to be brave, 
to be warriors. 

Somehow, almost everyone was able to make it out 
of the area and to the temporary sanctuary that night. We 
lost our Brother Joe Stuntz to a sniper. Two agents also 
died. We prayed for their safe journey to the next world. 
The Creator watched over our escape that day, and 
although bullets raced passed us, other destroying a hip 
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flask, none hit their targets. We were, and are, thankful to 
the people that helped us. 

We conferred with our Elders about what we should 
do, and it was decided that we would stay in the area 
until the Sun dance at Crow Dog’s. The FBI and GOONs 
were participating in the largest manhunt in United States 
history. They tore up homes without search warrants and 
harassed anyone they believed to be an AIM supporter. 
After seeking guidance from the elders again, I went to 
Canada. We had come to believe everyone present that 
day would be prosecuted, and although we were 
innocent, it was decided that for our own safety we 
should move in different directions. 

I was extradited from Canada because of affidavits 
signed by Mytle Poor Bear who stated that she was my 
girlfriend and an eyewitness to the deaths of the agents. I 
had never met this woman, but learned later that she was 
mentally and emotionally unbalanced and had spent 
much of her life in and out of institutions. Her family told 
us that she suffered delusions. You could convince her 
that she had been in a certain place and done certain 
things, even if it had never happened. We discovered 
later that the FBI had dusted for fingerprints all over our 
camp, and had not found a single print placing her in the 
area. Yet they used her anyway. In fact they tortured this 
poor women, terrorizing her into signing documents she 
had not even read. This was the first indication that I had 
that I was not going to receive a fair trial. 

I could not believe that this was 
happening. I could not believe 
that our wonderful, peaceful 
morning could be shattered by 
such violence. I did not know 
then why we had come under 
such a vicious attack. I knew 
only that my job was to help 
protect these innocent women 
and terrified children. 

My co-defendants had been found "not guilty" in a 
trial at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. My trial was mysteriously 
moved to Fargo, North Dakota, a place famous for its 
anti-Indian sentiment. \ly trial judge was Paul Benson, a 
man so racist that the Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals has 








reversed him on anti-Indian remarks he made during one 
of the trials. Every motion, every defense allowed my co¬ 
defendants was denied by this judge. I did not even have 
a jury of my peers. In fact, sitting on this all white jury, 
was a woman who openly remarked that she is a racist. I 
was convicted of killing both FBI agents at point blank 
range with an AR-15. I was then given two consecutive 
life sentences. 

My first stop was at Leavenworth, then Terre Haute. 
Finally I was sent to Marion Federal Penitentiary, "the 
new Alcatraz." Marion was a horror. I spent much of my 
time in complete isolation. The government expects its 
citizens to believe that only the nation’s most violent and 
incorrigible prisoners are housed there. The truth is that 
political prisoners find their way there too. What better 
way to keep us quiet? 

We soon filed an appeal based on twelve 
automatically reversible errors. The senior judge was 
William Webster. It wasn’t until after oral arguments that 
we discovered that he had been nominated, and 
accepted the position of new head of the FBI. He finally 
removed himself from the appeals procedure, but not 
before prejudicing the other judges against me. The 
critical piece of evidence, the murder weapon, convinced 
the court to deny the appeal, despite all of the 
government misconduct. 

A second appeal was filed a few years later when we 
discovered, through a Freedom of Information Act suit, 
that the "critical piece of evidence" appeared to have 
been fabricated. We learned that the FBI had evidence of 
at least four AR-1115s on the scene that day, and that 
the rifle and shell-casing they claimed as their "most 
important" proof of the crime, had been given a firing pin 
test and it had concluded that they could not be linked. 
During two trials and one appeal, the government had 
maintained that a firing pin test could not be performed 
because the weapon had been severely damaged. This 
was a lie. When questioned on the stand about this, 
agent Evan Hodge claimed he had "misspoke" to avoid a 
perjury charge. We were excited. We could now prove 
my innocence. The government had already conceded 
that Myrtle Poor Bear was not an eyewitness, and now 
the ballistics evidence was proven false. Yet, despite 
findings by the court that the judge had erred in his 
rulings, evidence had been fabricated, exculpatory 
evidence withheld, and that government witnesses "may 
not have been telling the truth," despite prosecutor Lynn 
Crooks announcing that they "do not know who killed 
those agents," nor what part I may have played in their 
deaths, eleven months after litigation the court denied my 
appeal. They wrote that it did not meet the very rigid legal 
standard for granting a new trial. Today I am in prison on 
a technicality: the difference between possibility and 


probability. One of those judges, Gerald Heaney has 
since come forward asking the president to consider a 
commutation of my sentence. On November 9th of last 
year we had yet another appeal. It was based on the fact 
that the government changed the theory of my conviction 
from murder in the first degree to aiding and abetting. I 
did not have a trial for aiding and abetting. This is a 
violation of my right to due process. We are also arguing 
that the government is guilty of misconduct in both the 
investigating and trying of this case. Once again, Lynn 
Crooks admitted in a court of law that they simply never 
proved that I had killed the agents. He went as far as 
stating that there was no direct evidence to link me to this 
crime. Yet, he argued that I should remain in prison 
because I had been granted a trial based on alternating 
theories and so I could be found guilty as either the 
trigger man or an aider and abettor. This is an outright lie. 
I was not tried for anything but murder. 

Over the years I have hid away 
my suffering. I have smiled 
when I felt like crying. I’ve 
laughed when I felt like dying. I 
have had to stare at 
photographs of my children to 
see them grow up. I have had 
to rely on restricted telephone 
calls to be linked to my mother 
and my grandchildren. I miss 
having dinner with friends. I 
miss taking walks in the woods. 
I miss gardening. I miss babies. 
I miss my freedom. 


I thank all of you for making this day a day for 
remembrance of the events of June 26th, 1975 and for 
attempting to spread the word about the injustices I have 
suffered and suffer still. In honesty, I wish I hadn’t been 
at that camp, but I do not regret that I was one of those 
who stood up and helped to protect my people. I have 
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sacrificed over seventeen years for my people. I have 
given up over one third my life so far. I am tired. 

Over the years I have hid away my suffering. I have 
smiled when I felt like crying. I’ve laughed when I felt like 
dying. I have had to stare at photographs of my children 
to see them grow up. I have had to rely on restricted 
telephone calls to be linked to my mother and my 
grandchildren. I miss having dinner with friends. I miss 
taking walks in the woods. I miss gardening. I miss 
babies. I miss my freedom. 

Please do not forget that indigenous people 
worldwide are being oppressed. Please do not forget the 
tragedy of political prisoners. Please do not forget me 
tomorrow.

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A NATION OF VICTIMS 


Did you see the covers of Time . Newsweek and 
U S. News & World Report the week of October 18,1993? 
On all three covers was a photo of Chief Warrant Officer 
Michael Durant in captivity in Somalia. Talk about a nation 
of victims! You have to wonder what people expect when 
someone joins the military. As soon as one is killed or 
captured the whole nation, with the corporate media 
cheerleading, starts whining and pulls out their piss yellow 
ribbons. They just don't get it: when you join the armed 
forces your main purpose is to kill or be killed for the 
greater glory of multi-national capitalism and then after 
your service be pretty much disposed of by your govern¬ 
ment as a useless veteran, especially if you’re wounded. 

It's disgusting to see Mr. Durant portrayed as a 
victim. A victim, these propaganda rags of the national 
security establishment would have us believe, of the 
failed policies of an incompetent draft dodging Demo¬ 
cratic president. Little mention of the fact that Republican 
George Bush committed U S. troops to Somalia after he 
was defeated by Bill Clinton. Mr. Durant, who has been 
in the army since 1979, is hardly a victim, in fact he is a 
victimizer, a professional killer: a genuine terrorist. While 
his current mission in Somalia may not be so bad, his past 
is something else. He is a member of the 160th Task 
Force of the 101st Airborne Division, an elite helicopter 
unit of the U.S. Army. The unit, based at Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky nicknamed themselves "The Night Stalkers" in 
the early 1980s after the name Richard Ramirez, the 
satanic sex murderer of Los Angeles, used. During the 
Reagan regime Durant and his unit flew hundreds of 
covert missions out of Honduras into Nicaragua in support 
of the contras in violation of both U.S. and International 
Law. 50,000 Nicaraguans were killed in the effort to bring 
this "communist threat" to heel. The unit was also used to 
aid the military in El Salvador in their war with anti¬ 
government rebels. 70,000 Salvadorians died during the 
1979-1992 civil war - most killed by the U.S. backed 
46 terrorist regime. Dozens of American servicemen were 


killed in Central America during the 1980s but their deaths 
were kept quiet by the military and the corporate media. 
You didn't see the major newspapers or networks 
naysaying U.S. involvement there because it was clearly 
understood that those nations had to remain obedient 
colonies of Big Business even if our military activity was 
against the will of the majority of Americans and the U.S. 
Congress. 

Over the last several decades the U.S. has 
developed a nationalistic jingoism to rival that of Nazi 
Germany's. Partially in an attempt to overcome and 
sanitize our defeat in Vietnam, politicians and the military, 
with the corporate media right behind, have created a 
myth about how the whole world is out to get us. However 
"pure" American motives are other people just don't 
appreciate us America is used by its friends and abused 
by its enemies. And the enemy is also within. Criminals 
(mostly poor African-Americans) terrorize their communi¬ 
ties, the poor victimize society seeking food and shelter, 
godless humanists brain wash Christian school children 
and on and on. 

Well, the truth is the American people are victims 
- victims of their own ignorance and prejudices. We live 
in a democracy and until the citizenry gets up off their fat 
asses and starts seeking out the truth and thinking for 
themselves we will be struck in this mess. With their 
hands on their crotches mesmerized by television Ameri¬ 
cans continue to be duped by the corporate media which 
serves only the ruling elite. We will not be truly free until 
we stop believing the Big Lie that America is something 
other than a degenerate imperialist state controlled by 
fascistic multi-national corporations. Until America be¬ 
comes a nation of the people, by the people and for the 
people we will never be anything but victims.
